AUSTRIA’S TREACHERY. 

A REMARKABLE STATEMENT BY PRINCE NA- 
POLEON REGARDING THE FMANCU-PKUSSIAN 
WAK. 

London Truth. 

Itis strange that so little attention has been 
paid to the articie of Prince Napoleon, which 
has appeared in the Kevuedes Deux Monde,. 
This article, which only consists of balf a dozen 
pages, throws an entirely new light upon the 
origin of the Franco-German war, proves that 
Austria, while pretending to be on good terms 
with Prussia, was secretly negotiating an at- 
tack upon her, and that Prince Bismarck mere- 
ly anticipated a sort of a partition treaty between 
Austria, France, and Italy against Germany. 
In 1868-9 au alliance between the three couutries 
was proposed. In 1879 this alliance was actually 
set out in a treaty. Austria and Italy agreed 
with France jointiv to attack Germany. One 
of the articles, however, stipulated tuat Rowe 
should be evacuated by France. This treaty 
was sent to the Emperor Napoleon, aud reached 
him at Metz, a few days before hostilities had 
actually commenced, Instigated by his priest- 
ly entourage he insisted upon the clause respect- 
ing the evacuation of Rome being elimi- 
nated. But had Prince Bismarck not forced 
France, with wondrous energy and rapidity, to 
show her hand, Germany would in September 
have been attacked by the united forces of 
France, Austria, and Italy. When the Hohen- 
zollern incident crop up. Count Beust sug- 
gested that the Priace of Hohenzollern should 
be allowed to embark, and that he should be 
seized on the high seas by the French navy. 
Wird the light thrown on events by this remark- 
able article, I am not surprised at the advice to 
our Government from Prince Bismarck not to 
trust Austria, which was publishea in this jour- 
nal last ween He migat have added that we 
should do well aut to trust Italy. Austria had 
concluded peace, and, under the circumstances, 
a favorable peace, with Prussia; Italy had been 
the ally of Prussia, and by this alliance had just 
obtained Venice. Both Powers were protestiog 
the most friendly feelings toward Germany, 
sud atthesame moment they were — 7 
negotiating with France an attack upon Ger- 
many, to be carried out upon the mutual beue- 
fit principle.

Wasnrinetos, D. C., May 5.—The Treasury 
Commission has completed its investigation iv 
Boston.

PLENTIFUL BLOSSOMS. 
SERMON BY THE REV. ROBBRT COLLIER. 

The Rev. Robert Collyer preached yesterday 
morning at Unity Church to a very large con- 
gregation. His text was: 

Go into a field of flowers, where no house is 
8 and eat only the flowers. - II. £sdras, 
r., 24 

In watching a tree ju our bit of garden which 
is crowned just now with a wonderful splendor 
of blossoms, I have been led to feel afresh what 
one may call the reckless waste of blossom just 
now all through these zones, and to ponder 
some of its lessons as they touch our life. We 
went down to the centre of the State almost a 
month ago, and found there these clouds of 
glory haunting the woods and meadows and 
crowning the farmsteads with beauty, and still 
they are sweeping slowly northward, covering 
the land as with a mantle oven of swectness 
and light, and so they will float on through 
these spring days until they strike the bush 
Robert Kennicott found in the remotest reach 
of Hudson’s Bay, snd then at last, like the 
spray of a great tide, foam over into the lands 
of hopeless and utter sterility and toucn 
the edges of the moss wita specks of 
blossom as beautiful and good to those 
wi.o have @ heart to understand them as the 
crowned glory of the peaches and apples. Apd 


I have wondered whether hosts of children will 


not fall into the trouble | remember in my 
own childhood, about the one tree we had in 
our dooryard, which broke out every spring 
into these extravagant promises of fruit dear to 
a boy, whose notions of Heaven abide as yet in 
his matchless liking for what they seem to have 
liked best in Eden, and so get their first touch 
of an evil heart of unbelief, as I did, through 
their appetite and expectation, as a good many 
cnlidren do of an older sort. That one tree 
never did keep the promise in the fall as it 
seems to me now it made inthe spring. One 
woful vear especially, after an almost matchless 
promise, there was pe one plum, and that 
was forbidden. fruit,—set apart by the 
mother as steruly as if it were growing 
ou the tree Of tne knowledge of good and evil, 
as [ suspect now it was. It was then that I said 
to myself in some misty way common enough 
to ehiidren, who are trying to true tbe world 
about them to the world within, God cannot do 
as He will then, or He changes His mind, for 
He certainly set out to give us ali the piums we 
wanted, and here is only une, and we cannot 
have that. What does He mean sending blos- 
soms. and then keeping back the plums, and 
would it not be a great deal better to do as I 
would do if I was in His place, send no blos- 
soms at all, but make sure of plenty of fruit? 
After that haggard year—l think it was never 
quite so bad again—there was always a fair 
show of fruitin Septemoer, still nothing like 
the expectation which always came with May, 
better aud worse, but never quite up to the 
promise, and so at last, as bore the 
trouble of that tree along toward my 
eariy manhooa, and found I bad to long for 
other plums I could not have, 1 began to won- 
der whether it Was not by the very exuberance 
of God’s benediction this overplus and extrava- 
gance of beauty and sweetness comes to us, 
and whether on the tree of life also there may 
not be a bloom which never comes to anything 
but a bloom. Yet, when we understand the 
mystery, we shali neither say that He has 
broken His promise with us, nor that we have 
lost our chance to make that promise good. 
And, as on the treea about us all ,over the land 
there are ten blossoms which will just shower 
down in the wind to one which will set and 
ripen, so on the tree of our life there may be 
ten beautiful aspirations to one good fruition, 
while still the aspirations are very sweet and 
cood in their own way, and are to be counted 
as the blossoms’ are at the last in tue 
beauty and glory of the, year. They come as 
the blossoms come, out of the overplus of a 
Divine grace and our own abounding life, not to 
dishearten us and lead us to doubt either the 
giver or the receiver, but rather to lead us to 
believe in the Divine Providence as giving us a 
great margin, God feeling toward us as we feel 
toward our own children when we are good 
enough and wise enough to be quite content if 
they love us and serve us iu their small, simple 
fashion. We never reckon with them then over- 
sharply as to what has become of their good in- 
tentions, but listen still witb a large and tender 
interest to the story of what they still meen to 
do, glad to hear about it, because their aspira- 
tions and intentions are very beautiful to us, 
and very good, even when we -know 
all the time that they will forget 
ten ol these good intentions where 
they will carry one out clean to the end, 
and make ft bring forth truit. Dear hearts, we 
say as we listen, it is all right; the blossom 
itself is {trait in the long, fair summer of God; 
to be 
sure! Why, you can intend and aspire enough 
in sixty minutes to ruin you root and branch, if 
you should try to make these all good and ripe 
truit in a lifetime, and we want no excelsior, as 
yet, certainly, that shall take you higuer and 
higher until, uke so many one has known, you 
are broken down in the morning of your 
days, and found on the summit dead, 

And it is a good thing in any case to turn 
sometimes to this quieter and more restful esti- 
mate of what we can do within the lines of the 
truest life compared with what we can imagine 
we ought and intend to do. It think that was 
a fair reason the man gave Many years ago why 
he could not go auy longer to our old 
church on Washington street, because the 
minister was forever talking about works, 
works, works, until it made his very soul ache 
to hear him, and then he said, It that is Uni- 
tarianism it is not for me; I want to rest some- 
times, and | certainly do not want to feel l am 
of no account, because I come sbort eitner of 
the preacher's doctrine ur my own aspirations.” 
Margaret Fuller preserves a letter written, as I 
judge, by a woman, who says, I went this 
morning to bear Channing, and came away 
sadly tired from listening to one of his wonder- 
ful sermons on the dignity and glory of human 
nature. He set us up so high and seemed to 
expect so much from us as the fair consequence 
of his truth, that when I got home I took my 
New ‘Testament and read where Jesus says, 
e are more than many sparrows,’ and taat 
did me a great deal of good, because 
it is not so exalting and flattering.” 
And I think 1 can understand the 
fcelmg. The human sou! cannot live all the 
time in the burning glare of its own dignity 
and giory, nor be forever trying to bring the 
whole weaith of its aspirations into equaily 
noble actions, avy more than these trees can 
afford to make the promise good to the last 
blossom in the fruit they give us this fall, or 
than the violets and other sweet things can 
come to their perfection through a perpetual 
sunshine. It is all true about the dignity and 
glory asadivine promise. No man can ever 
tell the whole truth of what is in waiting in the 
waiting heavens as the fruit of Géu’s blessing 
and human striving, but that touching glance 
at what we are is very restful and gracious. ** Ye 
are more than many sparrows ; just that, more 
than many sparrows, so do not be over-troubled 
if, while you are quite sure of stronger 
pinions aud a wider vision, you cannot 
reach the sub. Bear what good fruit 
you can this year without damaging the stock 
lorthe next year. Take note tuat one of the 
fine truits of the spirit is peace; that to rest in 
the Lord and wait patiently for him is equally 
good as a doctrine and a psalm, and that (air 
aod easy goes far in a day is as true of the road 
to Heaven as it is of the road to Kenosha. Be- 
lieve in tue trees, if you cannot quite believe in 
bch iy and note their happy lesson. The 

lossom in itself is good. They mean ten times 
more than they do; but what beauty and fra- 
grance abides in that meaning? How it floats 
over this city a delicate aroma! Nothing can 
slay save the ugly enormity of Bridgeport when 
the winds blow south by west, and then thank 
God for the blossoming iu your nature of sweet 
and good intentions that will fail as 
vou are taugmt to thank of tailing, and 
lor the good fruit which will surely ripen 
ifom some of them as you live your 
life truly and simply through the sunshine and 
the shadow. 

I. For this is the first thing to be sure about, 
that there is in us, ali if the spring is in us, this 

tus of the promise over the fruition we find 
u the best and noblest trees. In our childhood 
aud early youth, indeed, 1 imagine it is just 
this tad thing more when we are left to 
liveour lifé as God wants us to live it; and this 
if. those who have the care of children are wise 
is about all they @xpect of them, just as a wise 
8 neither looks ſor nor wishes for 
N om the sapling, because he knows this 

d seriously injure the tree. So hetis quite 
content, vou notice, to see the small thing 


stand there and shake down its blossoms into 
the grass again an n, and wait or the 
fruit by-and-by. The strength, he will tell you, 
is gathering in the roots and stock, which will 
turn in time to noble uses aud repay all his 
waiting. 

it is a sad sight to me, therefore, to see fath- 
ers aud motners who have no such wisdom for 
their children as the gardener has for his sapling. 
and cannot be content to let the child bea 
child and nothing more, but must burden the 
tender plant with expectations which belong 
only tothe tree. Fathers and mothers who are 
not content to keep these plants clear from the 
evil things which burrow about the roots, to see 
that the soil is good from which they draw their 
strength and nurture, to keep them straight and 
clean and let the sun shine on them and the 
sweet dews of their childhood refresh them, but 
must be eagerly and anxiously urging them on 
to burdensome action, while the choicest gift of 
God to them is this sweet aspiration. othing 
should be expected from these feeble folk but 
what is perfectly natural and proper to their 
childhood; to imagine\-they can never begin 
too soon to assume the cares and burdens of 
life if we can prevent them is a sin for which 
there is no forgiveness. The wise man said, 
It is good for a man to bear the yoke in his 
youth, but I would make the yoke easy for the 
youth God intrusts to me, while on the child it 
should be as light as a feather.“ The best 


fruitage of the children of a tender age just to 


bloom is to cherish their budding aspirations 
with the most royal disregard of what may 
come of them on our part and theirs. The 
heaven Of our earliest life is white with these 
blossoms, Which are of no use except as bios- 
somes to sweeten and make more beautiful the 
way through which we go dreaming into our 
youth. Tbe giants are forever slain as giants 
are never slain, and the little hand tingles to 
get at the wolf, and the little slipper finds the 
ittle foot, and the cat is the best treasure in 
the ship, when the bells ring over Highgate 
Hill, and forever the children wander 
hand in hand threugh the woods, until the bird 
whose breast is made red trving to loose the 
thorus from about the browof the gentle Jesus 
cymes and covers them tinderly with the leaves. 
Let them alone. They are the child's Bible—the 
blossoms On a tree, yielding [fruit after its kind, 
whose seed is in itself. God has made it to be 
80, as he made the sapling, simply to bloom, 
until the years. bring strength for bearing. They 
mingle with our life’s ethereal part, 


Sweetening and gathering sweetness evermore, 
By beauty’s franchise disenthralled of time. 


II. And when we grow te that estate in which 
it is to be expected we shali attain to something 
more then the trees that blossom and bear no 
fruit, 1 notice there is still in many natures, and 
especiaily in the finest,. a splendid over- 
plus of hope and aspiration, which 
can never be more t hau as the 
overwealth 6f blossom this spring on 
the trees. We all remember mornings when 
we would wake up feeling full of lile, and jay 
out a day’s work so ample that when evening 
came we had to wonder bow it was that we had 
done so little after ail, when we meant to do 80 
much, and be ready to cry out with the old 
Roman, I have lost a day.“ It is the differ- 
ence Nature shows us ali the time between the 
lusty blossoming and the moderate fruitage, set 
in the simplest light, and brought within mora- 
jug and evening; and we can see, if we wil, 
how the good intention bad this fine quality in 
it, that we should neither have done so much 
nor so well, even woen we have counted the 
shortcomings, if we had not risen with this 
overpius of ambition. This was to the after- 
noon when we began to feel the tull what these 
rains will be to the drought which lasts from 
mid-June to mid-August, filling all the 
springs, so that every plant has its 
share, and the mills are, turned dy 
the hidden waters of the woods and mountains. 
So it is very seidem possible for us to make the 
aspiration and hope of our youth come even 
with the fruitage of our man or womanhood, 
and least of all in those most sacred matters 
which seem to Sethe fulfilling of our life. Yet 
this may beaéterali as fair a fruitage as God 
could give us, or as we could possibly attain, and 
and not wither,up in the endeavor. Poor Har- 


don, the painter, breaks out in his youta into 


one great glory of blossoming. He will storm 
all eugland bychts genius, and usher in the new 
era. And if he éould have been content to let 
ten of the blossoms go to one which came to 
bearing, his life might bave been full of noble 
conclusions; dt the dream of his vouth came 
to be the miséry and blight of his age, because 
he could never understand this secret of 
the overplus. He did bear sume good fruit, 
and, if ne could. have said, Thank 
God for that.“ as Wilkie did, he migat have been 
a happy man and waited tor the Angel to call 
him mstead of rushing out of the world unbid- 
den and before Mis time. And so there are 
everywoere mem like Haydon who feel when the 
spring is in them ‘this glory of splendid aspira- 
tions and hopes! They will write books the 
world will read;@reate things the world will be 
giad tor, take a Hirst place in their profession and 
keep it, make themselves heard irom an emi- 
neuce no man mu question or make a fortuve 
no man shall tale from them, and no disaster. 
All very good aspirations in their way, only this 
is the trouble: shat they cannot, we cannot, I 
cannot, it may be. learn this mystery by heart 
ot ten blossoms to ove apple, and so our later 
life is touched with bewailing and regret. I 
certainly know; men in my own order 
who are smitten with this trouble. They 
began their career as. ministers, like 
Melaucthon, feeling as if all they had to do was 
just to march op.and storm the world,—men 
whose lite blossomed once into the loveliest 
hopes and aspirations, but who found wheu tue 
fruit began to appear much of this had come to 
nothing, and thera they could not feel this was 
a D.vine thing which had befailenthem. They 
thought a globe ‘should have appeared out of 
every cup, and so the sweetness and light of 
ther hie bas leit them, and they hope and 
aspire no more. : 

III. And so we see, thitdly, how this lapse 
between the blossom and the fruit may ente 
into all the expefterces of our life. Tne young 


mau leaves his old home in the bloom of bis 


spring, cOmes here, and feels sure that if he 
does his best he Will win a good place and make 
a name and a fortune, aud then finds at the 
end of twenty vears he has only made a 
moderate living," is not at all the man he 
should have been if the fruitage had been 
equal to the blossem, and so he is in danger of 
growing a little bitter and doubtful about the 
good providence of God, who should either have 
helped him make his hope come true or left 
him in this respeet more moderately endowed. 
would like to get hold of that man and ask 
him to note what Nature is doing this morning 
among the appie-trees. It was a splendid thing 
to bave the aspiration and the hope. That was 
rood fruit in its Own way also, and no doubt 
— has done better than the man who did not 
aspire and did not care. There is some good 
fruit from this always, if we will but see to it, 
just as much as we could bear, perhaps, if we 
could fathom tae Whole secret; and we should 
po more doubt a Divine Providence because so 
much of the promise has fallen dead at our 
feet than we doubt Nature's providence as we 
note the overplus of tue blosson to fruit. 

It is the secret, again, of atrue content in the 
life of the heart and soul. Not many lovers, [ 
suppose, have found that their .wedded life au- 
swered quite tothe dreams of their courtship, 
but in all the world you will not. find a wise 
man and woman Who are not ready to thank 
God tor the good gift of that bloom so divine 
and good while it lasted, or who will enter a 
complaint against Heaven because May does pot 
match quite with October. That fine glamour, 
if I may use my figure again, is like these rains. 
lt they treasure it im their hearts as a real and 
true experienee, it will bear them over many a 
dry and dusty day, and hold such terms with 
them that a falr fruitage shall not be wanting 
when they come to their harvest. But God help 
those, and save me from wedding them, who 
cannot let the bloom go for what it was worth, 
but fret ther life@ out over the 
banished glory, or poison each  othor’s 
existence with mutual reproach, or rush into 
the courts and then try again. It is the les- 
son we have to learn again through our sad 
aud painful bereavemeuts. Nothing can be 
more natural or beautiful than the longme we 
feei that the sweet blossoming of our children 
about us should and will come to a perfect 
fruition. But, tor the most of us, it cannot 
be so. The bloom fades and falls on which we 
have set our hearts,—that one peerless bios- 
som, it may be, of our speciai love and care, be- 
cause it was so beautiful,—and the trouble 
suakes our soul to the centre, and so we sor- 
row more for those that have gone thaa we 
rejoice for those that abide and open to the 
promise of the summer aud tie harvest; and 


it is a long day sometimes before we can thank 


God for tueir blooming, and say He did in- 
deed give me these matchiess blesslugs. They 
could not stay, but they did come, made May 
for us in their coming, and leit the 
fragrauce of May forevermore in our life. Let 
the tree be my teacher if I will be taugut in no 
diviner way, and Nature tell me of Providence 
if I will not bear the still, small voice.

I would 
fain grow great enough before I die to bless 
Him even for this overplus of blossom, and 
think of itas the outpouring of His love. 
want to grasp a faith which will assure me that 
He could not find it in His heart to give 
me only children. He had to slip an an- 
gel into my life in this sweet guise. Those 
Ihave with me*might well anchor me too 
strongly to the earth; those I have had will 
draw me toward Heayen. 

And if I say, final!y, what is my hope of a bet- 
ter life to come, when my life here is little 
better than a broken promise in these things of 
the soul; also ten resolutions broken to one 
kept; the wrecks of undone or half-done duties 
strewing all the way; the anticipations and 
hopes of the higher life not what they were at 
all; my whole spiritual manhood r and 
scant in comparison with what I once imagined 
it might be,—if this is my trouble, I will not be 
overtroubled. The splendid hoves and antict- 
pations of the soul are also beautiful and good 
as these spring blossoms, though there be but 
scant fruit from them after all. in our own 
estimate. And God knows better than we do 
what we can bear, and what harsh winds have 
blown on the blossom, and what 
things from old years dave hidden 
in the setting fruit and struck it 
with death, and what striving has gone into the 
fruit, we have at last to our name. I will rest 
me in the parable of the overplus of blossom, 
say lam more than many trees, still I staud 
within the law of their life. and they within the 
law of mine. No pebble at my foot but 
proves a sphere. No chaflinch but implies a 
cherubim. Earth is full of Heaven, and every 
common bush afire with God.” I will not be 
troubled. If the accacia on tire with the spriug 
splendor in Midian eould do storm ove man 
that it seemed as if God spake, and the fruit of 
that blossom was the deliverance of a nation, 
my fair hopes and flue cheer, which may have 
come to scant fruitas I look at them, were 
fruit in their own time to men that needed just 
such an inspiration. So I will not take on 
trouble as | grow older, about the lapse be- 
tween the blosssm and the fruit in the life of my 
soul, but leave it all to God, and say— 

Full well I know I have more tares than wheat, 

Brambles and flowers, dry stalks and withered 

leaves; . , 
Wherefore I weep and blush, as at thy feet 
I kneel.down reverently and repeat— 

Master, behold my sheaves. 


I know these blossoms clustering heavily, 
With evening dew upen their folded leaves, 
Can claim no value nor utility; ö 
Therefore let fragrancy and beauty be 
The glory of my sheaves.

UNION SERVICES. 


' DEDICATION OF THE THIRD PRESBYTERIAN 


CHURCH. 

Union services were held at the Third Pres- 
byterian Church last evening, the occasion being 
the formal opening of the main auditorium of 
the new building on the corner of Ashland and 
Ogden avenues. The church was densely 
packed, and many went away who could not 
procure standing-room. On the platform were 
a number of ministers trom ‘churches in the 
vicinity ot different denomination, and especial 
pains had been taken to make the music an at- 
tractive feature, and the occasion proved to be 
one of great interest, . 

The exercises were opened, with singing, and 
Dr. Adams, of the Western Avenue Metbodist 
Caurch, iollowed in reading the Scriptures, 
after which the Rev. M. M. Parkhurst, of the 
First Methodist Church, was introduced. He 
said he felt complimented on being invited to 
take part in the exercises, yet in facing the vast 
audience he could vot but think of his own little 
Hock which he had to preach to at a later hour. 
He had been identified with the missionary 
work abroad and had come. in contact with the 
Vresbyterians, and be liked them,—liked their 
mission and their zeal. They had never asked 
him what denomination he belonged to, 
but had received him with open arms, 
and -he elt for them the greatest 
love, and remembered them with a Christian 
affection. in conclusion, he spoke of the beauty 
ot the new church, and wished for it the great- 
est success and tuat it migut work great good 
ia the city. 

The pastor followed in a few remarks in- 
tended to get the audience in a humor to open 
their purses. He said that at the morning serv- 
jee 811.000 had deen raised without any prior 
effort, and that he wanted a further contribution 
of 830.000 to put the church on a good finan- 
cial basis, after which the basket was 
passed to take up the loose change, and such 
subscriptions as could be gottem payable one 
year hence. The collections aud promises to 
pay aggregated a large sum, buf considerably 
less tuan was asked for. 

The next. speaker was Prof. Patton, of the 
Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church. He said 
he felt as “‘an old friend of the family,’’ and 
took great pieaere in congratutating the Third 
Church upon s success in the past and its 
promise for the future. He did not believe, 
with Dr. Draper, that the newspaper haa super- 
seded the pulpit, lor it was a marvelous fact taat 
the preaching ot the Gospel continued.to draw 
largeaudiences. Noother subject could draw such 
augiences, and nowhere could it be found that 
any one could draw 1,000 persons to hear him 
speak twice a day once a week, year after year, 
upon any other subject, or taking auytchiug else 
for a theme. He believed the cause of Christ 
was spreading. and thought the congregation 
he was addressing bad been very fortunate in 
selecting a location where its inducuce would 
extend. 

Ihe Rev. Dr. Worrall, of the Eighth Church, 
next spoke in a congratulatory strain. express- 
ing his delight at seeing the Third Church 


growing and its influence extending. 


The Rev. Dr. Goodwin, of the First Congre- 
gational Church, the Rev. Dr. Gibson, of the 
Second Presbyterian, and the Rev. Dr. Ander- 
son, followed in short addresses appropriate 
to the ocvaSlon, and the vast audience was dis- 
missed with the Doxology aud benediction.

NEW RECTOR. 
PAUL’S REFORMED EPIS- 
COPAL. 

The congregation of. Corist Church united 
with that of St. Paul’s Reformed Episcopal 
last evening to welcome the new Rector of the 
latter, the Rev. P. B. Morgan, late Rector of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, Cincinnati. The Rev. 
F. W. Adams, Assistant Rector of Christ’s, as- 
sisted in the services. 

The new Qector tound the text for an inter- 
esting discourse in I. Cor., i., 29: “That ne 
flesh should glory in His presence.“ Paul, he 
said, bad just been testifying tothe early Chris- 
tians that they were not to be followers of men 
but of God. Christ had sent the Apostle to 
preach the Gospel, having chosen the weak 
things to confound the mighty, “that no 
flesh should glory- in His presence.” The 
speaker took it upon himself to say that there 
had been found no greater productgin the his- 
tory of the world than Curistianity. The learn- 
ing of the ages, the evidences of early civiliza- 
tion in Nineveh and Babylon, the scientiiic 
knowledge which fashioned the abiding monu- 
ments of those ancient cities, were prodigious 
avd brillfant results of the brogress of those 
early ages. But, looking pg the past, he felt 
thit. he eould say wat here could no- 
found sue , abiding results 
‘as those wrapped up in what 
was known as Christianitr,—more valuable to 
these United States, to the great City of Chica- 
go; more valuable to the world at large, than 
ailthings besides. For what could Christian 
civilization be abandoned, taking anything else 
the world had ever produced! The Apostle in 
the text did not mean to say that God did not 
make use ot human instrumentalhtics. Chris- 
tianity never made war ou any fact of civiliza- 
tiop that was good in self. What the Avostle 
meant was that tac sublimer and greater truths 
of God in nature were » profound tor 
men easily to comprehbehd while they 
were egiviog themselves uo to their 
narrow, woridly reason. Piato, Aristotle, 
So-vrates himseli had come short oi reatizint the 
vast traths which they endeavored to discover. 
Even im his last hour, Socrates was pluuged in 
doubt as to the exissence of another world. 
From Newton, with his discovery of the law of 
gravitation, down to Edison, the inventor of the 
phouogrepp and the telephone, the progress in 
the sciences had been wonderiul beyond meas- 
ure. A discovery, after it was made known, 
was conceded, by those who didn’t make it, to 
be a very simple thing. ‘Ob, lcould have done 
that, everybody said. Was it strange, then, 
that the world at large had not discovered the 
truths of religion! How could .the Apostles 
ever look a man in tbe ere alter 
Christianity at the beginning of the era was 
crushed to earth and its founder crucified be- 
tween two malefactora! And yet it arose and 
became the power of Gcd unto salvation, sup- 
plantipe error and false religions. True, there

those churches failed to accomplis, their mis- 
sion. There were wants patent to our humanity 
which were clamorous and persistent until their 
demands were met. Formality could not do it. 
Exclusiveness could not do it. Scholarshio 
was not sufficient. Operatic music was 
not sufficient. The conventionalities of 
life were not sufficient. Nothing 
but the simplicity of Christian faith, to put the 
poor hearts of tne miilions in unison with the 
heart of the Head of the Church, the Son of 
God, would at ali suffice. Where men could be 
most effectually and truly pointed to Chris- 
tiavity and its great source and fountain, then 
and there, despite the Atheism and the Ration- 
alism of modern times, those men and those 
hearts would make haste to find these foun- 
tains of living water which would assuage their 
thirst. Christians were not to question or 
doubt their abiliy.. God could take 
the humblest an oorest if He would. 
What. the peop of this generation 
needed was heart in their religion. The wind- 
mills on the prairies were au illustration of a 
good deal of that which passed nowadays for 
religion—purely mechanical and subject to the 
winds, which might or which might not blow. 
He believed in times and seasons in secular as 
well as religious things, but mere routine 
would not meet the demands of men’s natures. 
It was heart which the world needed. The 
heart’s desires might be realized in the closet 
as well as iu the secretary, and they were real- 
ized to the heart that took im God’s 
truth and believed the statement of 
the text. People should look doubtfully 
ou that which, like the windmills, too often 
passed for religion, aud look carefully aud 
watchfully te that which had best met and 
would best meet the demands of the world for 
all ages,—that which was known toevery soul 
that knew what the blessed volume clearly and 
distinctly bointed it to do. In this way could be 
obtained tue great fountain of Christian lile 
and the immortality of the bereaiter. 


CALVARY TABERNACLE. 
RESIGNATION OF THE REV. H. Mu. PAYNTER. 

The members of Calvary Tabernacle, an or- 
ganization effected some two years ago and 
worshiping in the building situated on the 
corner of Ogden avenue and Flournoy street, 
have foralong time considered their place of 
worship not as centrally located with regard to 
the residence of members as might be desired.

Your co 
to-day made an extended ioquiry among the 
leaders of the Nationalists, ar is — 
that an invasion is contemplated. Your repre- 
sentative interviewed Col. John Quinn, who ig 
thoroughly posted in regard to i 
the preparations, and who wag jp 
the Black Rock raid of 16806. 
He was captured and sentenced to death at that 
time, but his sentence was commut& to twenty 
years’ imprisonment. After serving six years 
he was pardoned by the Queen. He states that, 
there are three Irish companies, well drilled, 
officered, and equipped. Thev are on the 
vive waiting for the opening of hostilities be. 
tween Russia and England, and are ready to 
move at a moment’s notice. 

An agent from New York, understood to be 
James Cassidy, and to hay been specially de- 
puted by the managers of the Skirmisbing 
Fund,“ has been working among the faithful iu 
this city, and is said to have left important secret 
orders. The tenor of these instrucflons could 
not be ascertained, but they are arousing all the 
excitement of the Fenian raid of 1800 
The programme is to call a meeting of the 
Nationalists immediately after the declaration of 
war, and determine upon the action to be 
taken. One thousand Western soldiers are 
notitied, so that thev can be here in twenty- .

An investigation into the Florida election, 
by reason of the recent confessions, could 
only result in a broad and searching canvass 
of the entire Presidential election. It could 
not stop with Florida. If the Democrats 
were able to make out an er- parte case with 
the aid of the miserable tools that have re- 
cently been employed, the. Republicans 
would demand the right to go into the 
merits of the controversy, and include not 
merely Florida, but Louisiana, South Caro- 
lina, Alabama, Mississippi, and Oregon. Such 
a demand could not be resisted by the Demo- 
crats, for resistance would be tantamount 
to confession that they had organized 
a conspiracy to grab the Presidential office. 
An investigation embracing these six States 
would occupy pretty much all the remainder 
of the Presidential term, and it is very 
doubtful whether it would result in credit or 
gain for the Democratic party. It would 
not be difficult, under the assured protection 
of the National Government, to show Dem- 
ocratic frauds in the Southern States that 
would completely overshadow the frauds 
alleged against the Republicans. In Misbis- 
sippi and Alabama, the Democratic policy of 
intimidation amounted to the wholesale dis- 
franchisement of the colored voters. Threats, 
whippings, all manner of personal violence, 
murders even, the discharge from employ- 
ment of all colored men who would not vote 
the Democratic ticket or remain away from 
the polls, the terrorizing of voters en masse by 
bands of armed men scouring the country, — 
every kind and degree of ..*‘ bulldozing” 
would be proved up against the Democrats 
in five of these States. It is probable 
that such a showing of these facts would be 
made as to convince all reasonable men that 


‘the Republican State tickets, as well as the 


Electoral tickets, were lawfully elected in 
Louisiana, Florida, and South Carolina, and 
that Alabama atid Mississippi were snatched 
from the Republicans by practices that ought 
to damn the Democratic party forever. 

The prospect of this result from any at- 
tempt at investigation will no doubt exercise 
a salutary restraint upon Democratic poli. 
ticians who keep their witsabout them. But, 
even if the Democrats were willing to risk 
sugh an exposure, and if they were satisfied 
that they could prevail for the time-being 
by a misuse of their power in Congress, their 
road to the White House would be a long, 
circuitous, and weary way. Hayrs, having 
been seated under the forms of law, cannot 
be unceremoniously ordered to leave and 
give up his place to Titpzn. It would be 
equally necessary to employ the forms of 
law to secure the desired change. We do 
not know how Congress could get rid of 
Haves and Wuee ter, after having declared 
them President and Vice-President for the 
term, except by impeachment. Even if this 
process were successful, Mr. TitpEeNn would 
not yet be President. The presiding officer 
of the Senate, elected by that body, would 
become President pending a popular election 
that would need to be called. Mr. TDEN 
might or might not be nominated by 
the Democrats, and might or might not 
be elected, even if nominated. In the mean- 
time the whole country would suffer from 
the excitement of the contest in Congress 
first, and a Presidential election afterwards. 
There certainly cannot be so little sense and 
patrotism in the Democratic party as to de- 
liberately risk these national dangers that 
are inseparable from an attempt to remove 
Hares. Many Republicans proposed during 
the controversy preceding Hayes’ inaugura- 
tion to hold the election over again in the five 
States of Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama, 
South Carolina, and Florida under auspices 
that would insure a fair, fall, free, and hon- 
est vote, but the Democrats would not Asten 
to it, They preferred the settlement by 
Commission, confirmed by Congress, and 
they should in all honor aud decency abide 
by the result.

Senator Cameron, of Wisconsin, is the au- 
thor of an article entitled The Irrepressi- 
ble Conflict Undecided,” in the current 
number of the North American Review.

It is 
an airing of the Senator’s opinions of several 
important public questions; but the opinions 
are flippant, shallow, and self-sufficient, and 
the expression of them cannot increase his 
personal reputation or influence.

ERON is now doing. When he places 
himself on Marr Carpenter's platform, 
he leaves no choice between himself 
and Carpenter, except for the difference in 
ability between the two men; and in this re- 
spect CakrPEeNn?TER has an enormous advantage 
over him. If te remedy for incompetent 
government” lies, as Mr. CaMERon says it 
does, in eieoting able men only,” he will 
not be likely to serve another term in the 
Senate. 

When Mr. Camron says that “ competitive 
examinations are the ruin of Civil-Service re- 
form,” aud that they are mere tests of 
memory,” he shows a total misconception 
and ignorance of the subject. Examinations 
ard chiefly intended to insure fitness in the 
‘* cadets” admitted to the lowest places in 
the service. Promotions are to depend upon 
capacity, ability, and fidelity in service. If 
the examinations for admission were, as he 
says, mere tests of memory,“ they might 
still be a good indication of capacity, 
Memory is the faculty by which knowledge 
is stored up and made available. An appli- 
cant for office who has not the memory to 
recall the proper way of spelling words, of 
construing and composing sentences, and for- 
gets the facts of arithmetic, geography, and 
the natural sciences, had better give way to 
another applicant better equipped, But Mr. 
CAMERON is again consistent in despising 
memory. He has shown himself to be pos- 
sessed of a very defective one, since he 
started in political life as a reformer, and 
ended as a defender of the spoils *‘ machine- 
system, —all in eighteen months,

REPEAL OF THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

The desirability of a National Bankrupt law 
is universally conceded. Such a law seems 
to be a necessary part of commercial trading. 
Such laws exist almost in every country. 
A Bankrupt law and a Bankrupt Court are 
permanent institutions in Great Britain, and 
there is no trouble whatever, and the opera- 
tions of the Bankrupt Court are as regular 
as are those of any other English court ; 
the proceedings are as well defined both in 
cases of voluntary as well as involuntary 
bankruptcy as are the proceedings in the 
courts of probate or courts of equity. 
Bankruptcy, however, in Euglaud involves 
such arigid investigation that it is as dan- 
gerous to attempt a fraudulent bankruptcy 
as it is to attempt any other fraud, and 
the abuses which have attended all our 
Bankrypt laws are not known in England. 
One reason for this is the difference in 
the aims of legislation in the two countries. 
In the United States one of the prin- 
cipal items of interest in the Bankrupt law 
is the number of offices created, and the fees 
and profits of these offices; and the greatest 
opposition to the repeal of the law is due to 
the fact that it will abolish various fat offices 
and deprive many ‘persons of large official 
incomes. Nothing is so difficult in the 
United States as to abolish a fat office or re- 
duce salaries or fees; any such attempt is 
resented as an interference with the vested 
rights of officeholders, which yested rights 
form too often the fundamental principle of 
our political machige. 

While it is conceded that there ought to be 
a National Bankrupt law, such laws have in 
all instances in this country broken down 
under the weight of their own profli- 
gacy. It is recognized that there should be 
some legal provision whereby an unfortunate 
debtor should, upon handing over to his 
creditors all his property, be released and 
permitted to begin life anew; but our law 
does not provide the means of enforcing an 
honest surrender of the debtor’s property for 
the bonefit of his creditors, It is notorious 
that an honest surrender of property is ex- 
ceptional, and too often only when that 
property has been reduced to a nominal 
sum. 
find it so easy to go through the Bankrupt 
Court that they do not hesitate to put their 
creditors at defiance. The dividends of 
Bankrupt Courts are hardly worth the cost 
of collecting them. This peing knowa to 
both ereditors and debtors, the Bankrapt 
law becomes a power under which the most 
giaring frauds are perpetrated. Thus a 
debtor, without regard to his actual circum- 
stances, but able to pay 75 cents on the dollar 
in cash, notifies his creditors that he is in- 
solvent, but for a release will pay them 3, 10, 
or 20 centson the dollar of their claims; that, 
if they refuse this offer, then he will go into 
bankruptcy, and the sum he has offered will 
be consumed in the costs of the proceedings. 
What are the creditors, living in all parts of 
the country, to do? They may be morally 
curteiu that the man is acting dishonestly, 
but they know he has them at a disadvantage, 
‘md that of cours: he is prepared to swear 
himself through, and they are compelled to 
take whatever he offers, certain that out of 
the Bankrapt Court there will be no dividend.

It is equally notorious that debtors 


petrated under the law itself, but the frauds 
outside of the law, which the law ren- 
ders possible, thdt have created the gen- 
eral demand for the repeal of the law. It is 
destructive of honest trading; it not only 
plunders creditors, but it gives dishonest 
merchants destructive advantages over hon- 
est men; the dealer who pays for his goods 
at 25 or even 40 cents on the dollar can read- 
ily stamp out all competition on the part of 
those who pay the full cost of their stocks. 
Another, and a most serious evil, is the de- 
moralization it produces. The man who 
pays his debts with 50 cents on the dollar 
never wants to pay any more; and when 
men who make these dishonest settlements 
can go on in business and get fresh credit, 
it is a strong hint to all others to go and do 
likewise. 

In England bankruptcy is a judicial inquiry ; 
in this country it is a question of fees. In 
England the Court’s business is to enforce 
justice and honesty between parties: in this 
country it is the practice of the officers and 
lawyers to absorb the estate. The cost of the 
proceeding is autrageous. Each case of 
bankruptcy has to pay toll to a Clerk, Mar- 
shal, Register, and Assignee, besides, general- 
ly, two fatly-foed attorneys. Theestate pays 
all the expenses, except the applicant has to 
pay in advance a certain sum for fees, no 
matter whether there be any estate or not. 
In a recent case in this city, the only assets 
the bankrupt had was some household fur- 
niture, and in order to be able to file the 
application he executed a chattel mortgage 
on the furniture to get the money to pay his 
initiation fee. For these and other similar 
reasons the repeal of the law, in the belief 
that it will not be effectually amended, is 
strongly urged by every honest aud solvgnt 
merchant, and trader, and banker in the 
country. 


THE VINDICATION OF SAMSON GOLIATH 

The man of whom we write is Samson 
GoLiaTu, not the giant who reveled in 
Devitan’s charms, nor the other giant 
whom Davi slew, nor yet the Kentucky 
giant, but a cclored man, late a mem- 
ber of the Fifty-fifth Massachusetts Col- 
orcd Regiment, who at this late day 
has come before the United States Senate to 
establish his soldierly reputation and clean 
off the aspersions cast upon him by court- 
martial. Although only a private, he has 
made his way into the Senate of the United 
States, secured qa hearing, obtained the 
reversion of the findings of the court-martial, 
goes upon the records of the country as the 
hero of a bill and special report, and in 
private life resumes his repatation as one of 
the colored troops!who fought nobly. 

This colored soldier, who is a biger man” 
than Portrzr by virtue of what he has ac- 
complished in hts wrestle with a court- 
martial, is not only a colored man, but was at 
one time a slave. In a moment of patriotic 
fervor he enlisted in Company A, Fifty-fifth 
Massachusetts Regiment. While op a pro- 
peller going from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
Hilton Head, S. C., there was a slight dis- 
turbance after taps from which date the 
troubles of Samson Gourats..

and howled, and in various other demon- 
strative ways sought to impress whom it 
might concern that it was his duty to feed him. 
The officer on duty, Lieut. Bean, hearing the 
disturbance, weut into the hold, and, with 
that peculiar gift of making mistakes which 
characterized so many petty officers of the 
volunteer army, pitched upon Samson Go- 
LiaTH and charged him with the noise. ‘I'o 
the utter disgrace of Joux Sytvester be it 
said that he kept still and allowed his com- 
panion to suffer the obloquy of the charge, 
with all that it subsequently implied. Sam- 
son Goar, however, being a rude, uncul- 
tivated child of nature, and not knowing it 
was his duty to submit to anything his su- 
perior officers might heap upon him, did not 


display that spirit of Christian meekness | 


which Lieut. Bean had expected of him, 
and vehemently, and even obstreperously, 
and with a display of angry passions, denied 
the charge. Of course, any white soldier 
would have done the same if he had had any 
spirit, but, being only a negro, of course it 
was assumed by the officer on duty that he 
had no right to deny anything, however 
much he might believe his personal rights 
were invaded. Samson Goriatn howled his 
denials as vigorously as Joun Sytvestrer had 
howled for his dinner, and the guards finally 
arrested him and he was tied tothe mast. 
Then the whole company raised a row and 
cut him loose, having the same crude ideas 
of justice and the game ridiculous notion 
that Samson GoriatH ought not to be pun- 
ished, having done nothing. He remained 
on deck all night, and the next morning 
Lieut. Bran came to him and told him that 
it he would get down on his knees and beg 
Dar don he would release him from arrest and 
send him to his company. Samson Go. 
LIATH, however, was still refractory. Having 
done nothing which required a pardon, he 
could not see the consistency of going down 
ou his knees. Of course, being nothing but 
a ‘* nigger.” he ought to have seen it, but he 
didn’t, and thus fresh troubles occurred to 
him. He was brought before a court- 
martial, and, not knowing what a 
court-martial was, his persecutors had 
it all theirown way. They found him guilty, 
and he was sentenced to be confined at hard 
labor for the remainder of his term of enlist- 
ment, to forfeit all pay and allowances then 
due or to become due, and then to be @is- 
honorably discharged from the service of the 
United States. Under this sentence he was 
sent to Fort Clinch, Florida, in September, 


1864, to serve out his sentence, but his regi- 


ment having been mustered out of service he 
was released and dishonorably discharged 
before he had served the full time specified. 
Even had Samson Gorrata been guilty of 
everything charged against him, this sentence 
would have been inexcusably harsh, but that 
it should have been inflicted upon him mere- 
ly because Joux Syrivuester was hungry, was

A PROPOSED NATIONAL POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL. 
In his last message to Congress the President, 
it will be remembered, broached the subject of 
a national university, and recommended its es- 
At that time, however, a scheme 
had already been conceived, and had been con- 
sidered for several months, to establish a na- 
tional polytechnic institute at Washington, and 
this scheme gas since been developed into a 
plan, complete even to the minutest detail. 

Without any attempt to undervalue the bene- 
fits which a national university would confer 
upon present and future generations, it is 
argued by the projectors of the polytechnic plan 
that the latter is designed to answerthe require- 
ments of an active and eminently practical peo 
ple of a scientific turn of mind, such as our 
own; and that a university, strictly so-called, 
as something of less immediate need, might 
better be left as a subject for later consideration. 

A brief outline of the plan (which is necessa- 
rily voluminous, covering upwards of 150 pages 
of legal-cap) is as follows: 

Director (ex-officio), the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. The manager to be a man of well recog- 
nized scientific and mechanical attainments and 
chemical knowledge, and to be appointed on 
nomination of tne Secretary of the Interior by the 
President of the United States, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. He to be the 
immediate manager of the institution ‘and, er- 
officio, Commissioner of Patents. 

It.is here observed that when the Commis- 
sioner of Patents shall be relieved of his present 
judicial function in hearing appeals he will bave 
ample time to superintend both institutions; 
and that a technical school wherein the arts are 
studied, and their compiete and most modern 
status closely scrutinized and investigated, 
should be under the same head and closely 
allied with an institution iu which the novelty 
of inventions is determined; while, further- 
more, the practical results seen in the Patent- 
Office—the actual embodiments Of educated 
genius in the great field of invention—would be 
useful to the school. 

It is proposed tnat the institution consist of 
the following schools: (1) The School of Math- 
ematics; (2) The School of Engineering; (3) 
The School of Mining Engineering; (4) The 
School of Machinery; (5) The School of Archi- 
tecture: (6) The School of Chemistry; (7) The 
School of Forestry; ) The School of Agri- 
culture. 

The plan treats of each of these heads in 
turn, entering minutely ſuto th» manifold sub- 
divisions and prescribing ail the details with 
great particularity and exactness. It is sufli- 
cient here to say that the instruction is to be 
givenin the form of lectures and reviews, by 
recitation, bv graphie and constructive exer- 
cises, by work in the workshops and laboratories, 
and uvon excursions,—similarly, in a word, to 
that in corresponding instftutions on the Con- 
tinent of Europe. The instruction will be aid- 
ed by the collections to be found in the various 
bureaus and institutions of the United States 
Government: for example, the cabinet of natur- 
al philosophy, and the mineralogical, zoological, 
botanical, geological, and other collections 
of the Smithsonian Institute and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; also, by a_ collection 
of models for the Engineer School, another for 
the Machinery School, ana a third for the 
Architectural School; by a technological collec- 
tion, a collection of geodetical instriments, a 
collection of plaster casts, and a collection for 
the Agricultural School; by the Patent-Office 
library and the Congressional library; by a 
chemical, a physical or electrical, a mineralog- 
ical, and an agricultural and forestry labora- 
tory; by the Botanical Gardens, aud certain 
grounds of the Agricultural Department, or 
on some Government reservation set apart for 
experimental farming; and furthermore, by 
work-sbhops,—namwely, a clay-modeling and a 
plaster-modeling shop, a wood-working and 
modeling shop, and the foundries and machine- 
shops of the Government. 

As proiessors (about fifty in number) it is 
designectto select only men of the highest at- 
tainments in their respective departments of 
science, art, and skill, some to be employed on 
salaries for their full time, and others detailed 
for special duty from the various scientitic de- 
partments and bureaus of the Goverament. 

The degrees proposed, and to ve conferred 
only upon the satisfactory completion of the 
Ju course prescribed in any one of the schools, 
are of a very exalted nature, being those of 
% C. 8. Mechanical Engineer,” „U. S. Mining 
Engineer,” “U.S. Architect,” U. 8. Cham- 
ist, etc., as the case may be,—distinctions 
which, if well and laboriously earned, as they 
undoubtedly will be if the proposed plan is car- 
ried out in its completeness, shouid in time 
serve as pass-words to the front rank among sa- 
vanig and scientists of the world, 

It is estimated that a building of the capacity 
of that of the Unired Stats Patent-Office would 
be suilicient!y large for the purpose of the Poly- 
technic Scnool. The cost of the Patent-Office 
Building is stated in the ofll ia report of the 
fire of September, 1877, to have been between 
two and three millions of dollars; and it is sug- 
gested that a large part of the money necessary 
to buy ground and erect a suitabie building for 
the school might be appropriated from the 
Patent Fund, of which there is a surplus in the 
Treasury of $1,400,000. 

The plan further provides for tuition fees, 
which, while moderate, are yet sufficient to ren- 
der the school, when once established, sub- 
stantially self-sustaining. Under ordinarily 
judicious management, indeed, there seems to 
be no reason wuy it should not in time become 
as profitable a branch of the Interior Depart- 
ment as the Patent-Office itself. 

The school is designed to be for the exclusive 
benetit of citizens of the United States. It is 
provided that an applicant for admission must, 
if he has attained his twenty-iirst year of age, 
be himself a citizen of the United States; or, if 
younger, that be must be the son of a citizen; 
and here he -must have attained his sixteenth 
year of age; and it is wisely suggested that. in 
order to render the school essentially national 
as regards its beneiits, by providing against its 
becomiug filed by vonth trom the vicinity of 
the Capital, to the exclusion of those liv- 
ing in more remote parts of the coun- 
try. the privileges of nomination be given 
to members of Congress, asin the case of the 

lilitary and the Naval School, each member to 

command, within certain limits, a number 
of appvintments,—with the proviso, bowever, 
that these appointments in all cases sball be 
earned by competitive examination within his 
Covgressional District, and by inhabitants 
thereof. 

‘Thus a single institution of this kind would 
sufiice for the whole nation. To quote from 
tne Talmud: “A single light answers as well 
for a bundred men as for ove"; for, while the 
number of students capable of being accommo- 
dated would be vast, the influence of the school 
would by no means be confined alone to those 
receiving its immediate benefits, but it would 
be a fountain-head of learning whence count- 
less small streams would creeo through the 
land. 

It is believed that an institution of this kind 
would make the Capital of tue nation a grand 
focas of scientific and polite knowledge, a gath- 
¢ring-place for the learned, aud a centre oi Sei- 


bridges, and bridges generally, of dams and of 
machinery, beyond the fleld of mere experi- 
mentation or test, by which to gain conviction 
that the structure is improper may be (as it so 
frequently has been in the past), death and 
wide-spread disaster. 

To these may be added the obvious effects 


_which such an institution would produce upon 


the Civil Service, by preparing fit candidates 
from whom the Government might select those 
officials on whose part special knowledge is es- 
sential, and ought, therefore, to be required. 


The good advice of the First NAPOLEON on 
the subject of washing one’s family dirty linen 
at the town-pump might be recalled at the pres- 
ent time, apropos of the strife between Prince 


NAPOLEON and the ex-Empress, were it not for 


the fact that they are partisans of ideas so 
diametrically opposed to each other and such 
envenomed antagonists that vropriety will not 
for an instant be regarded if there is a possibil- 
ity of doing injury to the opponent. Prince 
NAPOLEON, it must be said, had a very clear 
idea of the imminent peril in which the Empire 
wasin 1870,—witness the letter he wrote to 
Eur OLIVIER, seven months before the 
Franco-Prussian war broke out. It is also cer- 
tain that his cousin, the Emperor, employed 
him in confidential missions of 
highest importance throughout his life. 
Hence when the Prince, in a re- 
cent article, declared that only the clerical 
influences brought to bear on his cousin’s mind, 
which was always wavering, induced the delay 
in forming a triple alliance by which Italy and 
Austria would have been brought to the aid of 
France, and Alsace and Lorraiue saved, the 
geueral impression was that Plon-Plon“ spoke 
the truth. The answer of NATOLTOxN's Minister 
of Foreign Affairs at the time, the Duke de 
GRAMONT, will not materially change this im- 
pression, though the Duke delares that the 
whole delay arose from the tampering with the 
negotiations of Prince NAPoLEoN bimself, who 
was desirous of securing the downfall of the 
temporal power aud the Papal territory for his 
father-in-law, VicroR EMMANUEL. The salient 
point of the whole discussion, however, is the 
fact that but for some myaterious tampering 
with the treaty, which caused a week or 
ten days to be lost in explanations, 
Germany would have found herself con- 
tronted in 1870 by Italy, which was pre- 
pared to throw an army of 100,000 men into 
Bavaria, and by Austria, which would have 
called out her whole forces in Bohemia. The 
treaty was drafted and ready for signature when 
the Russians beat the French at Woerth and 
Weissembourg, and showed astonisued Europe 
that the Grand Army was a sham. Ouly four 
years beforc, BisMARCK, on going to war with 
Austria, had-concluded a treaty with Italy, 
which let VictroR EMMANUEL loose on the 
Austrians, creating an effective diversion, and 
it was only eleven years since Frauce and Italy 
had fought Austria. So little had gratitude” 
on the part of Italy, or “resentment” on the 
part of Austria, to do with their-policy when 
practical advantages were promised! One 
point will, however, strike the reader of these 
articles. Neither in the Prince’s article nor in 
the Duke’s is there any evidence of anv attempt 
by BIsuanck's agepts at Vienna or Florence to 
thwart the negotiations of the Nuke de Gra- 
MONT, and yet it is certain that the Prussian 
statesman must have kuown of their progress. 
Was there behind it all a secret treaty with 
Russia, and did Germany go to war expecting a 
general European conflagration, or was she only 
confident that there would be a ducl where no- 
body would interfere?

THE COMMUNE. 


Regular Sunday Meeting of the 
Chicago Socialists. 


Their Belief that They Have Every- 
thing to Gain and Naught to 
Lose. 


Much Talk About Cutting the 
Throats of Capitalists. - — 


The Popular Excitement Regarding Amer- 


ican Oommunism Reaches Pitts- 
burg. 


Ranting Resolutions from New 
York---A Female Com- 
munist’s Speech. 


CHICAGO. 

The West-Side Section of the Socialistic 
Labor party (Communists) met yesterday after- 
noon at 2:30 0’clock in West ‘Iwelfth street 
Turner-Hali. The attendance was not as large 
as usual, but quitea number of women were 
present. Ben C. Sibley was chosen to preside. 
The first speaker was John McAuliffe, who got 
off his customary Sunday talk. He predicted 
some strauge things, and among them, that if, 
in twenty years from the present time, the so- 
cialistic system had not been in existence for 
five years, this nation would stop in its progres- 
sion. The wheds of progress would be emirely 
checked, and this country would revert to the 
coudition of China, and the power aud property 
of the country would be left iu the hands of a 
few men, and the laborer would be held in 
bounds as with the shackles of a slave. ‘They 
might talk of their agitation, that they migut 
exercise tue right of free speech, the ballot, 
etc. But something more was needed. They 
needed red-hot balls,—cannon-balis, branded 
with their mottoes upon them. In that he 
meant that they should not beat their caanon- 
balls red-not to fire them, but he wanted them 
to imbue the peopie with their ideas by force if 
necessary. Society was to be shocked in order 
that they might gain their points, and he 
thought that the shock was very near at 
haud, especially if the present condition 
of the laborer sbould continue much longer. 
The officials, statesmen, public men, and 
journalists were all hirelings in the interest of 
the capitalists, and hired to work agalnst the 
interests oi the laboring classes. They were 
the greedy slayes of Mammon. 

Paul Grotkau followed McAullife in a 
lengthy German speech, in which he iaveighed 
against the press. His speech was pretty tully 
reported in last Monday’s Tarpungp, it being a 
mere repetition. A. R. Parsons, Schilling, and 
Beiobradsky also spoke thew litle pieces, all 
harping on the some tune, so often reported in 
these columns. Parsons made au appeal for 
their paper, published in English, and called 
the Sociaist, the headquarters of which are In 
Detroit, aud which they are endeavoring to 
have removed here and published as a daily. 
For this purpose some money was raised. 

Duri and alter the meeting there was quite 
an outside congregation of Communists, who 
discussed the situation. There was a great deal 
of incendiary talk in regard to cutting the 
throats of capitalists. One of them said to the 
reporter: Lou will seesomeiunnow. Yeu 
need not smile.“ 

„ What will you gain by it!?“ asked the re- 
porter. 

We have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose. You will see trouble, and a good deal of 
it. You don’t know the condition of our peo- 

le.“ 
ves But what will you gain by an uprising!“ 

Lou remember what was doue by the Paris 
Commune! 1 

** Yes, but what have they gained!“ 

„It will change things. It wiil give us work.” 
And that is all the tellow had to say. But there 
was much of such talk, and whatever may be 
the temper of the public speeches, there is 
some other preparation going on behind the 
scenes, as events at a near iuture time will no 
doubt prove. 

There was another Communistic scare gotten 
up on the West Side yesterday, which was only 
remarkabie for its ludicrousness. One of the 
German trudes-unions bad a picnic at Stil- 
ver-Leaf Grove, out on West ‘Iwelfth 
street, Where it was presented with a 
flag by its lady friends. The procession 
to the grove started from Turner-Hal), aud was 
beaded by the Land und Wehr Verein,’ which 
gave rise to the rumor. Aad there was a 
driil out on the prairie in the southwest portion 
of the city, and also at Bohemian Hall, vf 
Prokup Hudek’s company. Then, again, the 
Meyor, Hickey, and Joe Dixon were seen at 
City Hall together, al! of which gave rise to 
jearful rumors, that had no foundation in fact. 
Conspirators do not generally expose their plans, 
and heuce if au uprising is to be made it will 
not be started in daylight. 

The Communists heid a meeting last evening 
at Seramor’s Hall. corner of Norta avenge and 
Church street. There were about 200 persons 
present, and a Mr. Kirchhoff occupied the chair. 
Mr. Johu Feltes was the orator of the evening, 
and he discussed the problem, Will the ruling 
class allow a peaceable soiution of the labor 
question“ Mr. Feltes commenced by showing 
that from the earliest ages the laboring classes 
had been oppressed aud tyrannized over by the 
ruling classes, aud in all instances the latter 
tried to prevent the former trom gaining their 
liberty by the force ot arms. And the same 
thing was being done at the present 
time. The ruling classes were fully prepared 
to prevent a solution of the labor auestion by 
the force of arms. In former times and in 
monarchical countries force of arms would 
have been the only thing by which the work- 
ingmen could have gained their liberty, but in 
this country and atthis time there was cvery 
probability that the problem could be solved 
peaceably. Here the laboring men could make 
usejof tuat powerful weapon, the ballot, and 
thus attain the ascendancy. Only in tue event 
of the ruling classes trying to prevent the 
workingmen from using tbeir constitutional 
right of voting for whom they pleased. then 
the use of furce would become neccssarv, and 
in that event lorce would undoubteuly be used. 

PITTSBURG. 
Special Dispuich w The Tribune, 

Pirrspure, Pa., May 5.—An informal confer- 
ence was held to-night by several of the leading 
Communists to organize a general strike of the 
laboring classes. The immediate subject of 
complaint is the publication of the delinquent 
tax-list, embracing about 13.000 names, which 
they claim is illegal and oporessive, compelling 
working people to pay unnecessary costs, While 
it is the general opinion that the scheme of in- 
augurating a general suspension of work is im- 
practicable at this time, the authoritics are 
keeping a vigilant watch upon the proceedings 
of all suspected persons, and will deal promptly 
with them at the first manifestation of a rising. 
Several Chicago Communists are in thedty, but 
are very circumspect in their movements. 


Special Correspondence of The Tridyne. 

Prrrsnund, May 3.—The excitement over the 
threatening attitude of the American Com- 
mung has reached Pittsburg. Several leading 
members of the organization which is known to 
exist here have been interviewed on matters 
pertaining tothe Commune in this city, but 
more especially with reference to the reported 
arming and drilling in St. Louis. Chicago, and 
elsewhere, but they were very reticent, refusing 
in to say pointedly whether there was any truth 
the report or not. As to the organization here, 
they admitted it was in active existence, and 
numbered between 5⁰⁰ and 600. A Mr. Frick, 
who appears to be the controlling spirit of the 
Pittsburg Commune, said they met cnce a week 
for “drill and other purposes,“ and had been 
doing so for two or three years. fle ju: 
timated that they were prepared to ‘fight for 
their rights,“ Whatever they may be. 

It is well understood that the labor element 
of Pittsburg, which is largely composed of for- 
eignes, is dissatisfied and restless, mainly, ber- 
baps, ou account of the scarcity of employment 
and low rates of wages. In these respects, 
matters have undergone no material change 
siuce last summer, when the railroad riots broke 
out and sent dismay aud terror to every bearth- 
stone in the city, ig it seemed then as if the 
pent-up fury of the horny-handed sons of toil 
would be satistied with nottung less than the 
destruction of everything which fire and buvsi- 
cal strength could cucompass. We do not mean 
to say, or even intimate, that all the rioters 
were laboringmenu, but that a majority of 
them were cannot be truthfully denied. 
Nearly, all of these men belong to the Com- 
mune, or are in sympathy wita it, and would 
ng, doubt eageriy embrace apy opportunity to 
r@peat their diabolical perlormances of last 
summer. 

Thus matters pertaining to Communism seem 
to stand bere at present. As before stated, 
some alarm is i¢it lest there should be a suddeu 
rislug, but the more thoughtful citizens think 


the danger is remote, even if it exists at all. f 


Tre leaders, however, are under the surveil- 
lance of the police, and if they should do any- 
thing looking to an outbreak they will be 
promptly arrested. Pittsburg, having deen 
forewarned, is determined not to be caught 
napping by avother mob. 


NEW YORK. 

New York, May 5.—The eighth annual Con- 
vention of the American Labor-Reform League 
Was commenced to-day. E. H. Heywood pre- 
sided, and made the opening address, saying 
that the League secks liberty to assert the 
natural rights of ali people to do their best at 
their own risk, and to repeal all Jaws recogniz- 
ing property. and to abolish all monopolies 
which give property special advantages against 
labor. The following resoiutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That. since capitalists take life and 
destroy property to retain their power to steal, the 
Kearney men who invoked the halter in California, 
and the Mollie Maguires reported to have killed 
coal bosees and raiiway strikers, are morally law- 
ful ®celligerents, justly exercising the same rights 
of defensive warfare applauded in tipping British 
tea into Boston harbor, in John Brown's march on 
Harper's Ferry, and in the killing of pro-slavery 
Southerners by Northern L nionisis. 

liesolved, That the chief mission of the Silver 
dil and the greendack movement is to hasten repu- 
diation, when deots paid once in the form of iuter- 
est will be paid forever, and we hall the growing 
irresistible teudcncies South aud West tosccond the 
purposes of New England labor-reformers by abol- 
ishing all power to get pay for loans, stocks, or 
other valuables more than o@ce; to make it illegal, 
disgraceful, and impossible to prey ou other peo- 
ples earnings.

ST. LOUIS. 
Special Ditpatch to The Tribune. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 5.—It was rumored on 
the streets to-day that the arms used by the 
workingmen at Washington Hail were the prop- 
erty of the Police Reserves of this city. Your 
correspondent made further investigation of the 
matter, and learned that such was not the case, 
and that the guns in question belonged to the 
workingmen. During last fail the hall was 
used as a place of drill by the company of the 
Police Reserve, but about the Ist of February the 
arms were removed to the Four Courts, where 
the company now drills. There are about filty 


old muskets belonging to B. F. Laibold, the 
proprietor of Washington Hall, stored in one of 
the smaller roams adjacent, and, thinking it 
probable that these had been used by the work- 
ingmen, Mr. Latbold was questioned about the 
matter. He said that he had the arms there, 
and that the workingmen could have gotten 
them by paying for the vse of them, but that 
they had not needed them, as they had enough 
of their own. He was not certain as to the 
number which they kept in the hall. He had 
heard some time ago that tnere were 100, but he 
was satistied that this number was being in- 
creased constantly. From what can be learned 
it seems that each member of the Workingmen’s 
Protective Association is expected to furnish his 
own arms, but such as are too poor are furnished 
with them by the Association.

WASHINGTON,

Wasuinotos, May 5.—A very well-dressed 
woman, evidently well educated, and a good 
speaker, appeared on the avenue this evening, 
and made an earnest Communistic speech, She 
attracted a large crowd, and treated it to a flu- 
ent address upon the principal questions which 
are now discussed by the Commune. She had 
the arguments of Ben Butler and Voorhees on 
money at her tongue’s end, and she in turn ar- 
raigned: banks, railroads, and other great 
corporatioas, and Congress. Sue deciared that 
the American Commune was already increas- 
ing, strongly organized, and rapidly increasing 
in uumbers in all cities East and West, and that 
it intended to overthrow banks and corpora- 
tions through Congress, and, if that was im- 
possible, to overthrow Congress itself. The 
speech was calm in tone, but most incendiary in 
language. 


CANADA, 


Debate in the House of Commons Regard- 

ing the Northern Boundaries of Canada— 
Aquatie- Montreal News. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

OTTawa, May 4.—In the House of Commons, 
the Hon. Mr. Mills, Minister of the Interior, 
moved bis resolutions respecting the northern 
boundary of Canada. He remarked that at 
present these boundaries were totally undefined. 
There were a number of large islands at the 
mouth of Hudson's Bay,—Southampton and 
others,—on which there were valuable mineral 
deposits; and several Americans, who had ex- 
plored these islands, had applied for mining 
Wats ou these territories. So far these appli- 
cations had been refused, owing to the uncer- 


tainty which prevailed as to the boundary-line. 


The resolutious were as follows: 

1. That doubts exist regarding the northerly and 
northeasterly boundaries of the Northwest Territo- 
ries and Kupert's Land, transferred to Canada by 
order of her Majesty in Council on the 23d of June, 
1870, incorporating the Territories of the Hudson 
Day Company and the Northwest Territories with 
Canada. 

2. That the discovery and working of minerals in 
tha vicinity of Cumberland Sound have recently 
been repurted, and other matters have transpired 
which make it important that all doybt respecting 
the jurisdiction of Canada over these parts of Brit- 
isa North America should be removed with as lit- 
tle delay as possibie. 

3. That correspondence has taken place on the 
subject between the Government of Canada and 
the Government of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, which, through the Right Hon- 
Oravie tue Secretary of State of the Colonies, has 
intimated its willingness to transfer to the Domin- 
ion of Canada all the Territories in question, and 
bas invited an expression of the views of the Gov- 
erument of Canada respecting the propriety of leg- 
islation for that purpose. 

4. Thatit isexpedicnt that the richt of Canada 
to all ritieh North America and islands adjacent 
thereto, notincluding the Province of New/ound- 
land, should be placed beyond question; and that 
the offer of her Majesty's Government to transfer 
the said Territories to Canada be accepted. 

5. That, toavoid all doubt in the matter, it is 
desirable that an act of the Parliamentof the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
should be passed, defining the northeasterly, 
northerly, and northwesterly boundaries of Canada, 
as follows. that isto say: On the east, by the At- 
lantic Ocean, which boundary shall extend towards 
the north by Davis“ Straits, Bafün's Bay, Smith's 
Straits, and Kennedy Britain, by right of discovery 
or otherwise; on the north, the boundary shall be 
extended so as to include the entire continent to 
the Arctic Ocean, and all the islands in the same, 
westward to the Owe-hundred-and-forty-first 
Meridian west of Greenwich: and on the north- 
west, by the United States Territory of Alaska. 

6. That the Parliament of Canada. on the trans- 
fer of these Territories. bein completed, shall 
have authority to legislate for their future welfare 
and good government, and the power to make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting them. the 
Saine as in the case Of the other Territories; and 
the Parliament of Canada expresses its willingness 
to assume the duties and obligations consequent 
thereon. 

7. That an bumble address be presented to her 
Majesty embodying these resolutions. 

The Hon. Mr. Langeyin, Sir John A. McDon- 
ald. aud others spoke in support of these im- 
portant resolutions; and they were adopted. A 
committee Was appointed to draft an address to 
her Majesty, founded on the resolutions, and 
the address passed through its several stages.

PRIESTS TO THE RESCUE. 


Boston Catholic Pastors Exhort Their Flocks 
Not to Draw Out Money Which They Can- 
not Get. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, May 5.—A circular was rcad in all 
the Catholic churches to-day beseeching the 
congregations to have confidence in the savings 
banks. The paper, which is signed by Arch- 
bishop. Williams and nearly all the clergy. 
shows the unreasouableness of the. recent 
panic, which was and is pernicious to 
all concerned, and, in justice to the 
savings banks, says their management, as 
compared with that of other financial. 
trusta, has been exceptionally free from wrong- 
doing or fault, and that of all our business con- 
cerns they have most carefully held aloof from 
the ruinous speculative enterprises of recent 
years. The clergy are satistied that the present 
danger comes not from any change that has 
taken place in the workings of the saviogs- 
bank svstem, nor from any falling off in the 
character or ability of the men that conduct it, 
but chiefly from a weakening of confidence, 
which, while not without causes that may be 
traced, is nevertheless for the most part un- 
reasonable, or at least excessive. They appeal 
to their parishioners,, in the interest 
of the community at large, and for their own 
individual good, to refrain from any needless 
withdrawal of savings from these institutions 
expressly organized ior their use and benefit by 
the wisdom of the State, and condacted with 
solely these objects in view, and, that too, gra- 
tuitousiy, by men ot honesty, prudence, and 
ability. They caution against self-seeking specu- 
lators who, by plaving on their fears, may seek to 
induce owners to part with their deposit-books 
at much less than their actual value.

THE RAILROADS. 


MORE TROUBLE FOR THE WABASH. 

The New York Times of the 2d has the follow- 
ing iu regard to the injunction restraining the 
Wabash Railwav¥ from paying the interest on 
the second-mortgage bonds: 


Yesterday was the day set apart for the resump- 
ton of payment of interest on $500, 000 of the 
first-mortvave bonds and $5, 000, 000 of the second- 
mortgage bonds of the recently reorganized 
Wabash Railway Company. The moncy was on 
deposit in the Metropolitan Hank, the checks 
made out, and everything ready. Early yesterday 
morning the President, James A. Roosevelt, re- 
ceived a series of telegrams from the General 
Solicitor of the Company, notifying him 
that David J. Lyser, Jr., had obtained from 
Judge Smith, of Urbana, III., an injnnction against 
the payment of interest on the second-mortgaze 
bonds. revurnable May 11, and advising him that 
the order of the Court must be obeyed. Payment 
was consequently withlield, bat Mr. Roosevelt 
issued a circular reciting these facts and prom- 
ising prompt measures to remove the injunc- 
tion as soon as copies of the papers shall have been 
served apon the officers of the Company at Tajedo. 
Mr. Roosevelt has no official knowledge of the 
facts alleged in Mr. Lyser's petition. but Wali- 
street brokers who appear to be suspiciously 
well informed on the subject say that they 
are as follows: That, in the statement of 
receipts and jexpenees for 1877 lately issued by 
the Wabash Directors, many important disburse- 
ments and expenditures were entirely suppressed; 
that no mention was made of $200, 000 due on the 
bank debt, and payable Jan. 1, 1873, or of $56, 000 
principal of the equipment debt, payable at the 
dame time; that nothing was said about the 
amount paid to settle a suit brought by ove Harding 
last year, which amount is belicved to e upward 
of $100,000; that the expenses of reorganization, 
also over $100,000, were not deducted from the 
net receipts; thatin the estimate of fixea charges 
for 1878 (placed at $1, 349, 403975) no acconat was 
taken of the instalimeut of the bank debt or the 
principal of the equipment debt vefore alluded to, 
and that, had these deductions been made, 
there would have been a large deficiency 
instead of an apparent surplus. In February and 
May, 1875, the old Toledo, Wabash & Western 
Ktailroad defaulted on the interest on its various 
Classes ot bonds, and was placed in the hands of a 
Receiver. In January, 1877, a reorgunization was 
effected under the present title. The bonded debt 
now aggregates $17, 000, 000. including 80. 400, 000 
first mortgage, $5,000,000 second mortgage, and 
$2, 600, 000 consolidated mortgage bonds, on none 
of which interest has been paid eince Feorvary or 
May, 1875. The bonus enjoined yesterday were 
$1, 000, 000 Toledo & Wabash in Onto. 73% miles; 
$1, 500, 000 Wabash & Western in Indiana, 166 1-10 
miles; and Great Western in Illinois, 180 7-10 
miles. Interest was paid on $500,000 Quincy & 
Toledo in IIlinois, 33 6-10 miles. Interest on the 
other bonds does pot fall due until February next.

Poisoned Fruit-Trees in Ireland. 
Pali Mall Gazette. 

An agrarian offense of a novel character 
has, it is alleged, been committed by a man 
named Hytle, now in the County Jail at Lim- 
erick, awaiting his trial on a charge of having 
poisuved a large number of frult-trees at Adare, 
in the County of Limerick. Hyfle, it seems, 
rented some orchards at Adare, but he was 
for some reason evicted by the owners, to 
whom his tenancy did not give satisfaction. 
It was subsequently discovered that all, or 
pearly all, the fruit-trees had failed; and the 
prosecutors allege that the prisoner with an 
augur bored a hole in each of the trees and 
destroyed their vitality by introducing a quan- 
tity of vitriol into their trunks. The accused 
man is to be tried at the next Adare Sessions, 
and bail has been refused for his appearance. 
If ne bas committed the offense with which he 
is charged, he certainly merits punishment; for 
the destruction of trees in an orchard is an act 
which cannot under any circumstances be justi- 
fied, and effects an injury that yearsonly can 
repair. At the same time, it is better to destroy 
trees than landlords; and, if evicted tenauts 
should be induced to adopt this fashion of satis- 
fying their revenge, Hvfle, assuming him to be 
guilty, deserves, for the precedent be has es- 
tablished, to be looked upon almost as a national 
bevelactor.

The event possesses every attraction to me; it is 
inspired by the Ladies’ Memorial Association; the 
monument is to be located in the keystone State of 
the Confederate arch, andto commemorate the 
sacrifices of those who aied in the defense of our 
inherited and ‘*imalienable rights. 

What though we were overoorne by numbers, 
and accessories not less efficient, truth is not to be 
measured by success in maintaining it against 
force; nor is the glory less of him who upholds it 
in the face of nnequal odds, but is it not rather 
more to his credit that he counted all else as dust 
in the balance when weighed witn honor and duty’ 
On many a stricken fleld our soldiers stood few and 
faint, but feariess still, for they wore the panoply 
of unguestionimg contidence in the rechtude of 
their cause, and knew how to die but not to sur- 
render, Det not any of their survivors impugn 
their faith by offering the penitential plea that 
» they believed they were right.“ 

It is meet that this monument should have origi- 
nated with the ladies of the Aud. whose self-dental 
was conspicuous through all the trials and suifer- 
ings of war, whoge gentle ministrations in the 
hospitals, and at the wayside refectories, so large- 
ly contributed to relieve the sick and the wounded, 
and whose unfalteriug devotion to their country's 
cause inthe darkest hours of our struggle illue- 
trated the fidelity of the sex which was last at the 
cross and first at the sepalchre. 

Jam profoundly thankful to them for inviting 
me to represent them, as their orator, on the ap- 
proaching occasion. Had it been practicable to 
accept, their request would have been, tome, a 
command obeyed with no other reluctance than 
the consciousness Of ,nability to do justice to the 
theme. 

Thanks tothe merits cf our Confederate dead, 
they need neither orator nor bard to commend 
their deeds to the present ener: tion of their coun- 
trymen. Many fell far from home and kindred. 
and sleep in unmarked graves, but ail are gathered 
in the love of those for whom they died, find their 
memories are hallowed in the bearte of all true 
Confederates. 

Ky the pious efforts of our people many humble 
cemeteries, euch as, in their impoverish- 
ment, were possible, have been prepared, and the 
Confederate dead have been collected in them 
from neighboring battie-fields. ‘There annually. 
with reverential! affection, the graves, alike of the 
known and anihown, are decked with vernal flow- 
era, expressive of gratitude renewabie forever. 
and tyvo'icai of the hope of a resurrection and re- 
union where the wicked cease from trouhling apd 
the weary are at rest. 

To be remembered, honored, beloved by their 
people is tae ward bestowed on our Confederate 
dead. It is the highest which a good and purely 
patriotic man could desire: Should it be asked, 
Why then build this monument’ the answer is, 
They do not need it, but posterity may. It is not 
their reward, but our deot. if the greatest gift a

ALABAMA. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 3.—The season up 
to this date has been unusually propitious for 
ail kinds of crops. From the 10th to the 25th 
of Aprilis a period annually dreaded by the 
farmers of this section. By the 10th of April 
the corn and cotton are generally in a condition 
to be seriously injured by frost and cold snaps. 
The corn and cotton crops this season are the 
most promising for years. The spring has been 
mild, and rain enough has fallen to keep the 
ground m a condition of moisture highly bene- 
ficial to all kinds of crops. On April 28 a 
severe rain and wind storm passed along 
the eastern boundary of this State, doing 
great damage to property. Farm-houses 
of every description were prostrated in va- 
rious portions of Rando! ph, Russel, 
Cieburne, and other eastern counties, and in 
some instances life was lost. Only a portion of 
the State was visited by the storm, and no 
damage of any consequence was done to the 
crops. In the Black Belt, where so much corn 
and cotton are raised, the prospect at present 
is highly encouraging, the stands of both corn 
and cotton Being the best for years. The pro- 
portion of crops this vear is about the same as 
last year. The threatened war in Europe did 
not cause farmers to plant less cotton and more 
corn than usual, and the acreage of both crops 
is in about the same proportion. In Cefftral 
and Northern Alabama the grain-crops are very 
good, and promise handsome yields. Wheat 
and oats are extensively raised in those sections. 
To sum up, the crops of ail kinds in Alabama 
are the most promising since the War, and the 
people are consequentfy more cheerful and 
hopeful that, if good weather continues, they 
will gather the largest crops in this State since 


TENNESSEE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 2.—A few weeks ago 
the prospects for au abundant wheat crop were 
excellent, the acreage sown being unprecedent- 
edly largeygnd the crop forward and flourish- 
ing, but re*ent rains have caused so much rust 
that the yield will only be half as large as last 
year’s. In several counties the Hessian fly and 
yellow blight are helping on the work of de- 
struction.

JULIUS M. STEIN. 

A CONVICTED THIEF RESTORED TO FREEDOM. 

South Division residents were yesterday as- 
tonished to see Julius M. Stein, wbo ought to 
be in the Penitentiary, walking about among 
them a free man. Stein is the clothier who 
pleaded cuilty to implication in what are known 
asthe Eager cloth robberies of the store of 
Clayburgh, Einstein & Co., on Wabash avenue, 
and that of Kilian & Miller, on Archer avenue, 
and who was @nutenced to five years in the 
Penitentiary. Afterwards, upon avowing that 
he fully expected to serve his term, and ex- 


pected no Gemency or favors to be shown 
him, he was used asa witness in the George 
Eager trial, and was instrumenta! in bringing 
about a conviction and recommendation that 


‘George be sent to the Penitentiary for two 


vears. Stein was also an important witness in 
the Dahiquist robbery, for which Eager was 
awarded one yearin the Penitentiary. He was 
also to be used as a witness against Oscar Burns 
and others powin jail, who are said to have 
constituted the Eager gang of burglars that 
committed the cloth robberies. It was accounted 
strange that Kagershould succeed in getting new 
trials, aud in other ways maintaining his 
‘liberty despite the convictions, but it was ac- 
counted still stranger when Stein was yesterday 
found upon the street a freeman. A TRIBUNE 
reporter at once set about an investigation, and 
learned that, at 12:30 yesterday afternoon, John 
Lyle King, Stein’s attorney, upon going to the 

ost-Office, found a seaied envelope there in his 
box, which, upon being opened, was found to 
contain a Governor’s pardon for Stein. 
The document had been expected Saturday, but 
it was thought that it would come addressed 


to State’s-Attorney Mills. Mr. King lost no 
time in serving it, first upon Mr. Müls and then 
upon the jai) authorities, and Stein stepped 
forth from the jail,a weightier and a better- 
looking man than when he entered it some five 
mouths ago. A few weeks ago it was alleged 
that he was sickly, and would aie if kept there, 
but he certainly did not show any such signs 
upon reappearing in the sunlight of vesterday. 
Whetber his conscience has undergone any 
more change than his outer appearance is a 
matter of much conjecture, but he said toa 
friend last evening that henceforth he would be 
honest in all bis dealings. 

As may de expected, his pardon occasioned 
eonsiderable surprise among the Eager crowd, 
who refused to believe it until they had seen Stein 
personally. Whateffect his pardon will have 
upon Eager’s case is hard to predict; time alone 
and State’s-Attorney Mills can tell that. But, 
inasmuch as the Eager crowd openly rated the 
law that allowed a self-convicted thief to escape 
the Penitentiarv, it is fair to presume that they 
are afraid Stein’s pardon will be asad blow at 
their leader. 

As to what means were used to bring about a 

ardon, but little could be gleaned yesierdav. 

owever, it was stated on reliable authority 
that King fixed the affair upon the occasion of a 
recent visit to this city by Gov. Cullom. The 
petition for pardon is said to have been signed 
by Judges McAllister and Jameson, who were 
convinced that Stein had been hastily dealt 
with, and was not so much “sinning 
as sinned against’’; also that City-Attcrney 
Tuthill, State’s-Attorney Mills, Ald. Jonas. 
Clayburgh, Einstein & Co., and a number of 
prominent Hebrews, bad appended their signa- 
tures and influence. 

In connection with the affair a little piece 
of street-gossip is here given for what it is 
worth: A lawyer, who had just heard of the 

ardon, asked if Stein had ever been inside the 

enitentiary walis, and, upon being answered 
in the negative, gave it as his opinion tnat Gov. 
Cullom had no legal right to grant a pardon. 
It is purely a legal point, and may possibly be 
worth discussion in the present instance.

To say that he was produced by certain social 
conditions’ is, however, not strictly accurate. 
He was produced by certain political conditions 
which grew into existence almost without the 
knowledge of the American public, and to which 
their eyes were only, fairly opened by his rise 
and fall. American political theories and tradi- 
tions had made absolutely no provision and 
provided no place for the community which 
raised him. According to these theories and 
traditions, when a number of capitalists, owning 
or controlling vast amounts of property, collect 
for the transaction of business at the mouth of a 
great river and draw around them hundreds of 
thousands of poor, ignorant, or shiftless persons 
to work for them in their warehouses, and 
factories, and docks, these hundreds of thou- 
sands become animated by an eager desire for 
eflicient, orderly, and economical municipal 
government, and unite with the property- 
owners for its creation and maintenance; they 
become, in short, the personages known in 
American jurispradence as “the people,“ in- 
heriting the supposed attributes of the sover- 
eign of the Old World—that is, a perspicacious, 
vigilant, upright master. keeping a watchful 
eye over the public interests, and careful in 
the selection of public servants. In fact, how- 
ever, the growth of American cities has followed 
no such lines, The population by which they 
have been rapidly built up during the nast 
twenty-five years has had many of the characteris- 
tics of a plebs, and rapidly began to ask for 
leaders Which should put it in the way of living 
off the rich without violating the law. Tweed 
succeeded, because he was the first to perceive 
the work which this class wished to have done, 
and the first to discover the way of doing it. 
Havimg once secured, through the ignorant, 
greedy vote, the control of the local taxation, 
be introduced Americans to another startling 
noveity—the wholesale corruptibility of Legisla- 
tures composed of countrv farmers and lawyers 
of small means, by the use of sums which far 
exceeded with most of them the possible savings 
of a frugal] and sucessful life. With the instru- 
ments in his hands, his work, as we all know, 
was perfectly easy. He met wi:hno check from 
the very first until the exposure came. And let 
us remember that be fell without loss of rep- 
utation among the bulk of his supporters. 
The bulk of the poorer voters of the city to-day 
revere his memory, aud look on hum as the 
victim of rich men’s malice; as, iff short. a 
friend of the needy who applied the public 
funds, with as little waste as was possible 
under the circumstances, to the purpose to 
which they ought to be ayplied—and that is to 
the making of work ior the workingman. The 
odium heaped on bim in the pulpits iast Sunday 
does not exist in the lower stratum ot New 
York society. We can appeal forthe truth of 
this to any ore who has during the past six 
vears taken the trouble to test the opinion of 
this stratum on ‘Tweed’s life and fate. 

The intelligent and wealthy classes, of course, 
do not like to believe them, do nut dare to utter 
them, but thev are none the less true and im- 
portant. They constitute the great city prob- 
lem,“ which is peraaps now the most pressing 
one of American politics, but wuich politicians 
and primitive Americans (with the New Eu- 
gland town governments still fresh in their 
minds, however) either refuse to see or shrink 
from dealing with, It is the problem. too, by 
which the seeds of that Communistie spirit 
which is now assailiug the nation’s tiuances was 
sown and is being steadily tostered. The 
power lodged in tue nauds of the penniless 
municipal voter over large masses of property 
furnishes either a constaut lesson iu spoliation 
or a temptation to spoliation, and is keeping 
alive or stimulating all over the Union the 
schemes for getting a living out of the Govern- 
ment by book or by crook which are now show- 
ing themselves in the arena of national politics, 
and even becoming the foundation of a party. 
In this new feld—new in America—Tweed was 
simply the earlicst worker, but be was not a 
particularly skilful worker. He lost his bead 
very early in the day, and thus precipitated his 
downtall. Had he gone more slowly and carried 
on his operations on a smaller scale, and been 
simpler in his habits and less ostentatious in his 
pleasures, he could have strengthened it and 
made his overthrow far more difficult. A 
villiain of more brains would have had a modest 
dweiling and would have guzzled in secret. He 
tound, however, the seizure of the Government 
and the malversation of its funds so easy at the 
outset that he was thrown off his guard. His 
successors here and elsewhere will not imitate 
bim in this, but that he will have successors 
there is po doubt. The resoiute refusal of the 
cogimunity which he spoiled and corrupted to 
make any essential change in the system by 
Which he rose, or even to acknowledge the 
désirableness of a change, is a kind of standing 
invitation to all the demagogues of the world 
to come here and try their hands on us again, 
aud the taxing system of nearly every city in 
the Union offers them a ready instrument for 
the attempt.

management of this Institution can have no con- 
trol, and of which they can have no kuowledge. 
Tue Institution is not an alms-house, but an 
educational establishment. The circumstances 
of the case necessitate its being a boarding- 
school, in which boys and girls and young men 
and young women are associated in school du- 
ties, and to some exte@t in social life. It has no 
nauper department. Caste. nationality, and 
family position in society are left behind when a 
pupil enters the Institution. The children of 
the wealthy and the children of the poor are 
treated alike, and stand on an equality, except 
as each one may by personal moral worth, aud 
intellectual industry and acumen, take a lead- 
ing position among his fellows. In this matter, 
the child of the toiling poor man, though com- 
mitted te the Institution upon an order of a 
County Court, quite as frequently, if not more 
frequently. excels than the child of favoring

protest, goto the wall! The consequence of 
the discussion in Isaac’s household was—tickets 
for New York, viathe Pittsburg Road, a pre- 
sunrise going forth from the portals of nome, 
and—the date of this letter. 

We swept out of the long, low suburbs of 
Chicago in a brisk storm of rain, hail, and 
thunder. The mushroom growth of umbrellas, 
however, soon gave place to the Calumet 
marsbes, brilliant with flowers, to reaches of 
prairie land fringed with stunted pines, and 
finally to the pretty outlying towns of Indiana. 
Our flying train, whose progress through the 
land always reminds me of the bounding step 
of a healthy girl, spuroing the dust from under- 
neath her firm, free feet, a stranger to fatigue, 
or pain, or any other ill that maturer flesh falls 
heir to; flashed through small towns like a 
falling star: scattered confusion into ranks of 
browsing cattle that graze in the fat pasturelands, 
startled the echoes of sleepy farm-houses, and 
finaliv haited with.a prolonged shriek of pro- 
test for that refreshment which a traveling pub- 
lic stands in need of nineteen times a day. 

At the little station wucke we stopped, we 
were puzzled by the appearance of two remar«- 
ably buxom women who emerged from a door- 
way with large gingham bonnets on their heads, 
and wept copiousiy and continuously while our 
train remained in sight. No vestige of a depart- 
ing relative or friend gave explanation of their 
grief; nobody bade them good-by; no- 
body aprroached...them with consolation. 
Like twin © Niobes, they rained their 
causeless tears in a sorrow whose source we 
shall never Kuow. Perhaps the advance of cliy- 
ilization troubled them, and they mourned the 
days of emigrant-trains and stage-coaches; per- 
haps the illusive character of human comfort, 
as suggested by the rapid flight of our train, 
overcame them. Whatever the source, their 
weepiug was uvexplaivabie to us, and must 
ever remain so. 

For the first time in years we had decided not 
to take compartmepts in the sieeping-car. but 
to join the ranks of the democracy who travel 
in common coaches. Some way, although the 
conveniences and appurtevances of the Pullman 
cars ure perfect, and too much cannot be said 
in praise of the enterprise which has 
lifted travel from the hardships of other 
days, there is a better chance to study hu- 
man nature in the day-coaches, where 

people come and go at every station, and an 
tufinitely better opportunity for fresh air. A 
pearl in its closely-ahat shell may be patrician 
aud aristocratic, but I do not care for closely 
aud hermetically seai¢d-snells, however elegant. 
Until a better system of ventilation is intro- 
duced, and the Amenican people are born again 
into a clearer seuse of the advantages of pure 
air aud plenty of it,,sieeping-cars are not what 
they might be. 

We stopped over, night at Alliance, rejoicing 
in a good supper,a refreshing bath, and fde- 
lightiul sleep, aud taking the morning train 
next day richer in strength and pocket than if 
we had invested in the luxuries of a sleeping- 
car. Our second dav's travel was delightful. 
The brooks, tor whicheur New England souls had 
pined so long, greeted us, and sociable hills 
crowded nearer and vearer about us with their 
welcome. i quite longed to forget my matron- 
ly years, to lay them aside as one doffs wintry 
wraps iu summer, and take time to wade in the 
brooks. I would have given small fortunes 
once again to feel the purling rush of waters 
about my feet as in the old madcap days; to have 
embarked a boat of leaves upon the mimic 
waves, and watched its furious course over tue 
rapids! 

‘Towards the close of the second day the hills 
attained the stature of mountains, aud the 
orchards and pleasant farms gave place to up- 
liited crags and solemu pines. Ihe peaceful 
brooks, whose Arcadian song through field and 
fallow bad charmed the way, donned plumes of 
spray as they leaped the hills in their airy 
chase, or flung out a banner ot rainbow mist 
upon the fortress of some tar lifted crag. 
Against the swarthy back- ground of pines, the 
mountain-laurei bloomed like blushes upou a war- 
rior’s eneek. and hosts ef blossoming shrubs and 
trees outvied the snowin lustre and lightness. 
A storm came suddeniy up and passed as sud- 
denlvy away, leaving shreds ol vapor like gos- 
samer tangied in the bills, and a radiant bow 
that arched tue cliasms like a jeweled bridge. 

Throughout our journey, 60 fraught with 
pleasure, one sight bas saddened and oppressed 
us, and that is, wlmt seems to be the 
reckless sacrifice of timber. We had 
mourned the downfall of acres of forest 
trees in our own suburbs, but it was 


of despoiied forest through Pennsvivania. In 
some sections hardly a tree is left,—ip others 
hundreds stand ready marked for coming doom. 
One need not be asentimentalist to regret this 
sacrifice, nor an cuthusiast to urge a law to 
prohidit so wholesale and undiscriminating au 
onslaught upon our glorious forests. 

Pittsburg is a remarkably dark and forbid- 
ding city, enveloped in a mantle oi smoke whose 
crapery no winds or sun can Waft or shine aside, 
but its suburbs are wonderiully beautiful. The 
dingy town seems like a negro nurse holding a 
train of bright-taced children by the hand, 

Aiter passing Altoona, where we tarried a 
night of reireshing rest, the country takes on 
again a auicter» garb. The love Juniatta 
River, where the *“bright-eyed Alffretta’’? was 
Was Wout to wander, crosses and recrosses our 
track in an ajmiess, charming way; before 
noon we cross the ample carren of the Sus- 
quchauna, and bluster into Harrisburg, where 
she loiters halt way between the mountains and 
the sea... 

The scenery all through these vaileys is re- 
markable for the fine iinish oi careful cuitiva- 
tion. The homesteads smile upon us like serene 
old faces, softened and mellowed by years of 
painstaking care; the farms and plenteous 
barns attract our eye by the neatness 
and thritt everywhere displayed. Philadelphia, 
so wonderfully excelling all other cities iu the 
beauty of her approach, is passen, and the spien- 
did coaches of the Union Koad wairl us like 
chaff beforestbe wind into New York, where we 
alight in a second deluge, hardly realizing that 
we stand once more within the borders of our 
childhood’s home. The ** Annex,’’ a jaunty lit- 
tie boat which has lately been connected with 
the Pennsvivania roads, bearing all passengers 
direct to Brooklyn without the bother of a jour- 
nev from ferry to ferry, soon scutties away wi 
us to the realization of pleasant dreams of re- 
united ties, supper aud dreams. AMBER.

Tne statute of Illinois provides that, in all 
eases of persons sent to the Institution upon an 
order of the County Court, the Superintendent 
of the Institution shall provide the necessary 
clothing and transportation at the expeuse of 
the county.

county with the exatt amountof outlay in- 
curred. 

‘To this there has been but one exception, in 
the cage of a county officer of one of our south- 
ern counties, who demanded the payment of 
the 25 cents per mile. 

The Institution is closed, during the vacation 
of school, for tbree months in the summer of 
each year. This involves, unavoidably, the re- 
turn of each pupil to his home in June, and his 
return to the lustitutſon in September, and the 
consequent expense of his transportation twice 
each year. The clothing that is furnished such 
pupils is procured in iots of from 100 to 150 
suits. These are purchased upon bids made by 
responsible clothiers, accompanied by samples. 
At such lettings there have always been from 
The award in each case 
was made by a practical tailor, not in apy way 
interested eitber in the lustitution or the goods, 
assisted by a tailoress and a manufacturer of 
woolen gvods. Their instructions were to de- 
cide which of the lots offered would give the 
best service to the wearer, in proportion to the 
price charged. Gray suits of all wool cassimere 
were in cach case selected by this Committee, — 
the gray being best adapted to school-room 
use, since it shows chalk and crayon- 
dust the least, aud iu other respects does not 
soil so easily. The same prices were charged 
that were paid by the Institution. 

The boots and shoes furnished the boys are 
mostly custom-made work, strong and durable; 
but, alas, this boot-and-shoe question has been 
a grief of soul (sole) to the subscriber many 
years. 

All deaf-mutes, with few exceptions, until 
mature vears, have an uvaccountable and in- 
eradicable habit of scraping their feet on the 
ground as they walk. One accustomed to tiis 
class of persons can tell the step of deaf-mutes 
in the thickest darkness, unless they are en- 
deavoring to dis;ruise their step. In my ex- 
perience with them, I have found an almost 
universal complaint of their destruction of shoe- 
leather. It has been found that a good custom- 
made shoe will give them twice the service 
of the cheap shoes bought in the stores. 
Boots are not often supplied them, but a few 
large boys did get possession of some boots, 
betber and more expensive than they needed, 
without the knowledge or consent of the man- 
agers of the Institution. But since they got 
them and used them, I am frank to say the In- 
stitution wouid be glad to get the pay for them. 
There is great diversity in the amount of cloth- 
ing that different lads will require, and also in 
what their relatives will do for them. Some 
parents do what they can, and ouly require that 
their efforts be supplemented in accordance 
with the provisions of the certificate. Others 
either will or can do notbing, while some will 
not send back the clothes their children wear 
away from the Institution. One kind-hearted 
mother brought ber boy and the certificate of 
the County Clerk, and insisted that an outfit 
should be given him at once, that ske might 
take home the clothes he had on at his arrival. 

There are 426 -pupils enrolled the present 
term. All these are to be instructed, housed, 
boarded, and kept at all times ina presentable 
plight, séuce the Institution is constantly visited 
by persons numbering sometimes ag many as 
seventy-five or a hundred in a single day. Its 
various departments, school, articulation, draw- 
ing, industrial, and domestic, make it an attrac- 
tion to all strangers toming to the beautiful 
City of Jacksonville. As I intimated above, 
none of its beneliciaries are tegarded here as 
paupers, but pupils and students, and an ear- 
nest endeavor is made by its teachers and other 
Otlicers to make of them intelligent, self-reliant 
men and women, who will be welcome in refined 
circles of society, and hovorabie citizens. 

Of the more than 1.200 deaf mutes whom it 
has enrolled, Jam happy to say, Mr. Editor, 
to the readers of THe [RIBUNE, that, with very 
rare exceptions, all who have left the Institu- 
tion are doing well in life, and are an honor 
to their friends and to society. I belicve that 
not ove of them is a tramp, not one is in an 
alms-house, or a frail. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, thanking you for 
so much Valuable space in Tag TRipunNE, I will 
sav I will be most happv to welcome the Honor- 
able Board of Commissioners of Cook County 
to the Institution, and to afford thom all the 
information upon the points in question that 1 
may by able.

THE WHEAT-FIELDS OF DAKOTA.

From that supposed line of travel Southern 
Dakota forms an inclined plane southward to 
the Missouri River, into which streams those 
above-named flow. What in common parlance 


is called Southern Dakota, is that region east 


and north of the Missouri and south of the 
parallel; for it must be remem- 
bered that tlhe Missouri flows nearly due east 
for about 100 miles along Southern Dakota, 
forming the boundary between it and Nebraska. 
What are properly known as the plains” ex- 
tend from the base of the Rocky Mountains 
eastward to the Missouri, and that whole region 
is a regular plane, inclined toward the east trom 
5,000 fect clevation at the western edge, down to 
from 1,000 to 600 feet at the east. Across that 
How several well-known streams in nearly par- 
alle! courses. Here ndrth of the Missouri is a 
smaller copy of the same, inclined to the south, 
having no mountain on its northern edge, 
but a prairie, varving from 1,200 to 1,500 
feet in elevation. and sloving down to a thou- 
sand feet or less above sea-level here along the 
Missouri.

is also a good corn country; and here oats, rye, 
barlev. potatoes, and small fruits pro luce most 
abundantly. : 

The topography of this region, to which we 
first alluded, is greatly inits favor. There are 
no mountains in Dakota except the so-called 
Black Hills. The general elevation js not great; 
but here the Missouri has plowed out a deep 
and vast valley. The highest point in North- 
western Iowa is 1,700 feet above sea-level, and 
it is as high in part along the Minnesota 
line; t Yankton is, in round num- 
bers, elevated only 1,000 feet, and 
the whole region has a southern slope. 
Here 1s the Dakota River, which rises near 100 
miles north of the Union Pacific Railroad, and 
joins the Missouri near this city. This wide 
and fertile valley will in ten years be as famed 
as that of the Kaw or Kansas and its tributa- 
ries. Immigration is now pouring over our 
borders at every point. The gold standard has 
kept our farms and improved lands at a low 
value, and the opportunities are excellent. The 
writer is pot dealing in lands or any specula- 
tion, and purposely refrains from advocating 
any special locality. The region is broad and 
all is open. One cannot now go amiss.

SILENT CITY. 
How the Romans Lived Two Thousand 
Years Ago. 
Correspondence St. Louis Post. 

NarLs, April 12.— Naples is now crowded 
with visitors, who are enjoying the balmy 
breezes of the Mediterranean, and the season 
has been one round of gayety. All the tourists 
„do“ Pompeii, as the saying is. This city bas 
been rendered familiar to Americans by 
the late novelist, Lord Lytton,. in that incom- 
varable work, The Last Days of Pompeii.” 
Eighteen hundred years ago the city was full of 
life. Nearly 30,000 people promenaded its 
streets, and it was a scene of Roman luxury 
and voluptuousness. Its situation on the sea 
made it a most fashionable place of resort for 
the wealthy Romans, aud the Emperor Claudius 
had his pleasure-house there, and the great 
orator Cicero a residence. It was likewise acom- 
mercial seaport, and a lively traflic was carried 
on by the merchants. But in August, A. D. 79, 
Vesuvius belched forth a mass of burning lava, 
ashes, cinders, hot water, and mud, and the 
town was totally buried. Since that period 
other eruptions have heaped up more volcanic 
matter on the site of the citv, and for nearly 
seventeen centuries Ponipeii remained dead to 
the world. About one hundred years ago the 
entombed city was discovered, and immediate 
action was taken to excavate as much of the 
ruins as possible. 

The work has been steadjly going on, but not 
more than one-half of the city has yet been ex- 
humed. Still, many acres have been dug over, 
and miles of street have been brought to the 
light of day. The buried portion is still covered 
with tons upon tons of stones, ashes. cinders, and 
hardened mud, toadepthof from tentotwenty 
feet above the tops of the houses. Over this are 
two feet of rich soil, which is exceedingly pro- 
ductive, aud covered with trees. The exhumed 
portion of the city lies open to th brignt sun, 
and is somewhat slightly elevated above the 
level of the surrounding country. This city is 
now a verfect picture of a Roman city 2,090 
vears ago. The streets. pavements, temples, 
images, theatres, dwellings, columns, house- 
hold gods, bats, arches, fountains, forums, 
shops of various trades, musical instruments, 
weapons of war, implements of labor, marble ana 
bronze statues, mosaics, trescoes,and drawings, 
dining-rooms, bed-rooms, and kitchens; with 
their appropriate furniture; food for the hun- 
gry and medicine for the sick ; glassware, Vases, 
and pottery: gems, medals, and coins, and 
fruits, flowers, and shrubs, are ail seen as the 
were on the terrible night when the city w 
doomed to a sudden destruction. 

The streets are narrow, some not being more 
than eight feet across; but they are gtratrht 
and regular. The pavement is composed of 
large flat stones or blocks of lava, and the deep 
ruts cutin them by the Roman chariots are 
cleariv perceptible. At the crossings are large 
stepping stones for the use of pedestrians, so 
as to keep their feet from the mud. 


Everything in the street was suent aud death- 


like; there were no buman obeings in 
the houses, no promenaders in the streets; 
all were. deserted. The dwelling-houses are 
generally small and one-storiea; they are built 
of stone and brick, plastered on the outside with 
mortar. An open court is in the centre, and 
the different rooms are arranged around in the 
Orieutal style. Most of the roots are destr@ved, 
having been crushed down by the weight of the 
ashes, In the dining-rooms the tables are of 
stone, and many are covered with petrilied food. 
Beds and couches are in the sleeping-rooms 

In one of the kitcbens was found a fowl put 
in the skillet, and a stew-pan containing a small 
vig for roasting, all prepared 1,800 vears avo. 
Many beautiful mosaics were found on the 
floors and elegant frescoes on the walls, and they 
look as bright and fresh as if they had only been 
finished a few jyears. The frescoes, pictures, 
mosaics, and sculptures, and even je- 
erly, discovered in some of the houses, show a 
terrible depravity in m@als. Many are so 
indecent that the public are not allowed to look 
at them. In the House of the Vestals,” upon 
the door-sill is the word Salve“ (Welcome). 
A mosaic with the representation of a fierce 
doz, with the inscription, „Cave Canem “ (Be- 
ware of the dug), is near the threshold of the 
‘* {louse of the Tragic Poet.“ 

It the streets are many shops which still have 
the signs over the doorways. In one there is 
some warble partly sculptured, with the artist’s 
tools lying around; in another, medicines and 
surgical instruments; ina tbird, a marbie counter 
with stone liquor jars behind it and the staius 
made by the wet classes on the counter prove 
that this was a drinking-saloon. Then there is an 
eating- house. Meats and delicacies are on the 
counter; fire-places to kcev the soups and mess- 
es warm are still in the room. The same build- 
ing contains a grist-mill anda bakery. In the 
baker’s shop a batch of loaves was found which 
had been in the oven since the 24th of August, 
A. D. 79. The mill was turned by borse-power. 

The various temples that have been exhumed 
contain idols made of marble, silver, and gold. 
Tbe Temple of isis is eighty-four feet long and 
seventy-five feet broad. The ashes of victims 
were found on its altars. Tue skeleton of a 
priest, sitting at a table on which was spread 
a meal, is here, while pear the door Was another 
vriest holding in his skeleton hand a hatchet, 
with which he had tried to cut his way out of 
the temple. ‘Three hundred skeletons were 
discovered in the Temple of Juno, 
all crowded together and burned beneath the 
ashes. At the very hour ot their destruction 
the priestess was offering sacrifice to the Queen 
of the Gods. The forum occupies the central 
portion ot the city. On each side are rows of 
columns aud long porticoes, which show the 
outline of this spot. Pedestals on which 
formerly stood famous statues are here and 
there. The public meetings were held in the 
forum, and a notice had been found of sucha 
mecting called for the very night when the city 
was destroyed. 

The amphitheatre, which is about half a mile 
from the present excavations, is in a splendid 
state of preservation. It is built of stone, is in 
the form of the Colosseum at Rome, and was 
used for the gladiatorial shows. It is 430 feet 
long by 335 feet wide. The stone steps seat 
15,000 spectators. Placards with the anvnounce- 
ment of theatrical verformances are still to be 
seen on the walls. The doors, seats, pillars, 
cutrances, and caves for the wild avimals are as 
perfect as they were 2,000 years ago. 

The * Vilia of Diomede’’—so called because 
a tomb bearing that name was found near by, 
and for this reason it was supposed to have be- 
longed to a Diomede—is the one that has been 
rendered ſamous by Bulwer’s description of it. 
It stands just outside the “Herculaneum 
Gate“; aud the supposed owner was 
discovered in his garden, with a bunch 
of keys, and a purse well filled with gold 
aud silver coin, in his hands. In the cellar 
of Diomede’s house, huddled together in a 
corner, were found eighteen skeletons, mostly 
females, supposed to have been members of the 
famiiy. Ail were incased in hardened mud and 
ashes. One was an infant, whose form still 
clung to the bony bosom of its mother. Some 
of the victims had rings and bracelets en- 
circling their skeleton fingers and wrists, 
and gold ornaments on their necks. 
Over 600 human skelctons have already 
becn exhumed, but fortunately mest of the in- 
habitants managed to escape, having heeded 
the warning of the burning mountain. Only the 
bones remain of the victims, the flesh having 
mostly perished: but now and then a little tuft 
of moldly hair has been found clinging to the 
skull.
